KILKENNY, Wednesday. 


Kilkenny County Council has passed a 
resolution requesting the Free State Minister 
for Industry and Commerce to formulate a 
scheme that will have the effect of giving 
the ratepayers a return and give employment 
to the men who are idle, and for this pur- 
pose to allocate to the county funds the 
amount of money disbursed recently at 
different labour exchanges in the county. 

The Mayor (Mr. T. J. D. O’ Hanrahan) 
said that the dole was an incentive to idle- 
ness, and much beneficial work could be done 
if the money paid out in unemployment 
benefit was supplemented by State grants 
and devoted to schemes of employment in the 
. county.

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Motorists Heavy Burdens : 


How they might be Eased. 


Why Not Monthly Licenses? : The Advantages 


to the Revenue and Employment. 


N a few days’ time—on the first day of 

the new year—the fifty odd thousand 
motorists in the Free State will become 
liable for the road tax on their cars for 
the year 1932. This demand, coupled with 
the substantial burden which has been 
recently transferred to tiem by the 
Minister for Finance in the shape of an 
extra fourpence on every gallon of petrol 
they use, in addition to which they will 
have to face early in the same month yet 
another and greater tax—that on earned 
income—make the lot of the motorist at 
this particular period of the year any- 
thing but an enviable one, and there is 
no doubt that many will find the satisfy- 
ing of these two demands a matter of no 
little difficulty. The private car, no less 
than the omnibus and the commercial 
motor vehicle, is to-day part and parcel 
of the professional, commercial and 
business life of the country, and to regard 
the private car as a kind of luxury, as 
did Mr. Blythe on the occasion when he 
was seeking a reason to justify the addi 
tional tax that he placed on the motor 
industry in his Supplementary Budget, is 
to think in terms appropriate only to a 
decade, or even more, ago. 


THE EASEMENT SUGGESTED—AND 
ITS EFFECT. 


It is not my intention to argue here the 
case that might justly be made against 
the imposition of that additional tax, 
but rather to suggest a way by which the 
combined burdens of motorists might be 
made somewhat easier to carry, and briefly 
to point cut how the revenue of the Stale 
may, at the same time, be saved corsider 
able loss and further unemployment in the 
motor industry prevented. Under the 
existing motor laws the motor owneer has, 
on the first day of January of each year. 
to take ont a road licence for a full year 
or for the first quarter. He cannot pro- 
cure a licence for anv one month of th- 
vear except for the last month of each 
quarter. The hardship of this inflexible 
rule in the past has been to a great extent 
responsible for the Jlaying up of 
of hundreds of cars in every county during 
winter months. With the _ increased 
economic pressure of to-day, combined with 
the crowing running charges, the practice 
of ‘‘ stabling’’ cars has this year grown 
to very serious proportions—so serious 
that it is estimated by those well qualified 
to speak to cause enormous loss to the 
industry, as well as to increase unem- 
ployment. in every village, town and city 
in the Free State. 


THE PAY-AS-YOU-GO PLAN. 


As to the ameliorative suggestion, the 
pay-as-you-go—or instalment—plan is now 
a well-recognised practice in almost every 
kind of commercial business. Of late, 
even insurance companies, which are so 
conservative, have adopted the system, 
finding in this method not only a means 
of increasing business, but conferring a 
relief that is very acceptable and much 
appreciated by a great many insurers. Is 
there any reason why a similar plan 


should eS be made applicable in respect 
of road licences, under which monthly 
licences would be issued from any post 
office in the same manner that dog licences 
are issued ? 


Motorists in general licence their cars 
from April to September, but a great 
number of them take their cars off the 
roads either for one or two quarters in the 
dark days. Many of these I know would 
not feel the payment of a month’s licence 
on one or two or, perhaps, three occasions 
during the six months, but the payment of 
a lump sum for a full quarter’s licence is 
too much for them to surmount. There- 
fore, if these owners had the option of 
taking out one month's licence at a time, 
I have no doubt that the big loss to 
revenue and the inevitable loss to employ- 
ment which follows the present system of 
laying up cars would be turned into a 
decided gain, and would more than justify 
the change in licensing. There does not 
seem to M any insurmountable difficulty 
in introducing the monthly licensing 
system, and, perhaps, those whose duty it 
is to arrange these matters “4 consider 
this means of lightening the burden that 
motorists of to-day are compelled to carry. 


ECONOMY IN FUEL CONSUMPTION. 


In these notes I have more than once 
suggested methods by which economy in 
fuel consumption may be achieved. A 
few weeks ago 1 stated that keeping the 
speedometer needle at or around the 25- 
mile-per-hour figure increased the mileage 
per yallon, roughly, by 25 per cent. Last 
week the Royal Automobile Club carried 
out a series of fuel tests on seven 1932 
Morris cars, of ordinary type. They were 
of the sliding-roof saloon make, consist- 
ing of cars of the 8 h.p., the 11.9 h.p., 
the 14 ha the 15 hp., and 
the 18 h.p. ratings. ‘The cars ran 
on a figure-of-eight course in the 
English Midlands. Coasting was 
excinded. The average speed for the 
eight horse-power car was 20.1 miles an 
hour, and for the other cars 25.1 miles an 
hour. 

The fuel consumption worked out as 
follows :—8 h.p. Minor, 63.4 m.p.g. ; 8 h.n 
family, 55.0 m.p.g.; 11.9 Cowley, 37.5 
m.p.g. ; 14/32 Cowley, 35.3 m.p.g. ; 14 h.p. 
Major, 35.1 m.p.g.; 15 h.p. Oxford, 33.1 
m.p.g., and the 18 h.p. Isis, 29.2 m.p.xz. 
The cars were selected from stock, as were 
also the carburetters, and tested by the 
R.A.C. observer, with only normal adjust- 
ments, such as an ordinary owner can 
carry out. Of course the average speed at 
which the cars were driven affected the 
fuel consumption, and, while compara- 
tively few persons drive nowadays at these 


speeds, the test proves that economy in 


‘ fuel consumption is obtainable provided 


he who seekg it is satisfied with a reason- 
able speed.

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THE COLORUMS. 
A MENACE TO 
PHILIPPINE PEACE. 


O NCE more the Colorums—a Philippine 


religious sect that has frequently 

caused trouble by murderous outbreaks 
threaten to disturb the islands. This time 
they arereported tobeactive in the Province 
of Bulacan, north of Manila. The Philippine 
police fear serious trouble unless they receive 
reinforcements shortly. 

In their recent riots (says the New York 
Timea) the Colorums seem to have combined 
politics with fanaticism, They often timed 
their outbreaks or projected outbreaks to 
come on official American holidays in the 
Philippines, and this fact has been taken as 
ms indication of political motives for their 
plots. 

Political activity is a new development in 
the ancient Colorum society, which is said 
to have been founded centuries ago 
by @ renegade Spanish priest. Theoretic- 
ally, it is a Christian sect, but so 
much superstition is mixed with its theo- 
logy and its record 1s so bloody that its claim 
can hardly be recognised. The Colorums 
believe that Christ will soon return to earth. 
that the end of the world is near, and that 
they have been called upon to found an in- 
dependent anarchistic Church. 

o accurate estimate of the number of 
members in the sect can be made, since al! its 
activities are kept secret, and most of its 
adherents are ignorant '“ taos” or country 
people who live a nomadic life in the moun- 
tains. But one guess puts its membership at 
between 20,000 and 40.000. 

Records of the Colorums’ outrages, how- 
ever, are more complete. They » ved that 
between 1872 and 1923 about 13.000 assassina- 
tions were ascribed to them. Most of these 
occurred while the Philippines were con- 
trolled by the Spaniards, who did little to 
suppress the Colorums. After the American 
occupation steps were taken to prevent their 
outbreaks, As a result they have caused 
relatively little trouble to the American 
Government. 


SOME RECENT OUTBREAKS. 
The most serious outbreak of the Colorums 


during the American administration occurred 
at Surigao in 1924. The priests who headed 
the sect had persuaded ir followers that 
s> long as they wore the “ antingantings,” 
or amulets, which they provided, no bullet 
could harm them. The Colorums placed full 
confidence in these charms, and fought with 
blind . When some of them fell in the 
first onslaught the priests changed their 
assurances, saying that the dead would come 
to life again a few days. ‘Ihe fact that 
they were not resurrected is believed to have 
led to an early end of the rebellion. 
F¥ollowin this outburst, General 
Leonard Wood, then Governor-General of the 
Islands, took vigorous steps to end the 
Colorum menace. His rts met with 
some success, but on January 11 of this year 
a band of 400 Colorums rose again, captured 
the town of Tayng in the island of Luzon.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

The opening of the Stock Sos to- 
day was steady.

there. A more probable reason for the sell- 
ing movement, according :o some authorities, 
was a desire on the part of the fimancial 
institutions to be in a thoroughly liquid 
position for end-of-the-year accounting pur- 
poses. The market at the close was barely 
steady. 

All U.8., Canadian and South American 
markets will be closed on December 25th, 
and, with the exception of foreign exchanges, 
market will remain closed on December 26th.

THE FUNERAL OF 
MUSSOLINI’S BROTHER.

MILAN, Wednesday. 

Through streets lined with sileut and 
respectful crowds the body of Arnaido 
Massolini, the brother of the Prime 
Minister, was borne to the Church of St. 
Mark for the Funeral Service to-day. 

Immediately behind the coffin walked 
the Duce, his face showing weariness after 
his all-night vigil in the the offices of 
the Popolo d'Italia, where the dead 
man, who had succeeded his brother as 
editor, had been lying in state since his 
death last Monday. 

With the Duce walked members of his 
family, the Presidents of the Senate and 
the Chamber of Deputies, Senators, Depu- 


| ties and high officials. 


Representative detachments of the 
Army and the Fascist Militia, bearing 
flags and banners, also took part, and a 
great number of wreaths were borne, in- 
cludi one from the King of Italy. After 
the religious Serivce in the Churcn of 
St. Mark the procession was re-lormed. 
and made its way to the station, in front 
of which, in accordance with Fascist 
ritual at funerals, the secretary of the 
party turned to the crowd and asked 
““ Are all present?” :

A Plague of Starlings : 
The Shy Juror :

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CG aking a Risk. 


There is no limit, apparently, to the 
lengths to which beggars will go. A Buda- 

st newspaper reports that recently, on 
eaving the station at a small town in 
Russian territory, the express train drew 
up some hundred sheds outside the 
terminus. The passengers, who descended 
to find out what was wrong, saw a peasant 
—a Tzigane—and five naked children lying 
across the rails in front of the train. On 
being questioned, the man asserted that 
he wished to commit suicide with his 
children, since he could no longer earn any 
money by making music or by mending 
pots and pans. His story so moved the 
passengers that in a few minutes about £3 
was collected amongst them and handed 
to the unfortunate, who went off rejoicing. 

On the three days which followed, how- 
ever, drivers of express trains were obliged 
to stop no less than seven times at the 
same place to avoid driving over. the 
Tzigane and his family. On the seventh 
occasion the station officials thought it 
time to interfere, and sent for the 
gendarmes ; but the enterprising suppliant 
had already crossed the frontier into 
Hungary with a nest-egg of about £25. 


A Plague of Starlings. 


The starling, which I had always 
assumed to be a rather inoffensive bird, 
has been held responsible for serious 
damage to a seven-thousand acre planta- 
tion in England. The report does not 
say exactly what harm the bird does to 
the trees, and the accusation is somewhat 
dificult to undtrstand, since starlings 
usually subsist on worms, slugs, beetles 
and fruit. Of course, they gather in 
enormous numbers, and execute all kinds 
of aerial evolutions before settling down 
to roost, so that it is quite possible they 
might break down the branches of young 
trees through sheer weight of numbers. 
Starlings appear to possess a_ strong 
gregarious instinct. They are rarely seen 
detached from the flock, and when several 
flocks -get togei®er about dusk there 
appears to be a certain deliberate organi- 
sation about their movements and chatter 
which has sometimes been referred to as 
“The Starlings’ Parliament.” The star- 
ling is one of the most imitative of all 
birds. It has an uncanny faculty for 
reproducing the repertoire of other 
songsters. and when caught young it can 
easily be taught to whistle tunes, or even 
to articulate words distinctly. 


New Geneva. 


Visitors to Tramore seldom, I imagine, 
become aware that but for the recall of a 
Viceroy the area thereabout would have 
sustained an alien population, and a new 
Geneva would have been erected on 
Waterford’s green and plcasant land. It 
was in 1781 that the “itisans of Geneva, 
under the influence of trade troubles, 
decided to seek asylum away from 
Switzerland. For some reason their atten- 
tion was turned to Ireland as a suitable 
place of refuge, and some thousand of 
them memorialised Earl Temple, the then 
Viceroy, imploring the allotment of a site. 
Not only did Temple lend a ready ear to 
the proposal, but, under the plea of 
benefiting the Protestant religion, he 
persuaded the Irish Parliament to vote 
fifty thousand pounds to finance the 
migration and pay the building of a tcwn 
for the migrants. This was “ the city cf 
New Geneva.’’ Unluckily, Waterford 
became commercially jealous, and eyed 
askance this “ cuckoo’s egg’’ of a city, 
and the Genevese found that their ideas 
of cit¥ government were not in accord 
with Trish Jaw. Still, difficulties might 
have been bridged but for Earl Temple's 
recall. In a vv. y short while the 
Genevese were scattered ; by 1798 the new 
city served as a barracks and d¢pot, and 
then as an internment camp for rebels. 


At last the buildings sank in ruin, and 
the land was made back again to cattle 
and crops. 


The Shu Juror. 


Even the solemn performance of em- 
panelling a jury may occasionally be en- 
livened by a gleam of humour. It is the 
practice in the Dublin courts to call the 
jury panel by numbers, and the following 
incident is related by a friend of mine 
who happened to witness it. In the ordi- 
nary course the number 321 was called, 
and elicited no reply. It was called 
again several times, and repeated by the 
usher, without result. Eventually the 
judge remarked, ‘‘Call 321 outside the 
court.” The stentorian voices of police 
men immediately obeyed his order, and 
the precincts of the court re-echoed to 
the call. Yet 321 could not be found, 
and after a whispered consultation 
between the Bench and the Registrar's 
table the judge gave the order: “Call 
321 again on.a £2 fine.” This was done, 
and to my friend’s surprise a small 
bearded man, who sat wedged between 
two larger individuals in the third row 
of the spectators, hegan to show sig : of 
excitement. He pulled a piece of paper 
with difficulty out of his pocket, and 
scanned it carefully. “Did you say 
three-two-one?” he asked the usher 
timidlv. ‘‘I think that’s me.” 


A “Gurkeu Legend. 


South American Indians tell a pleasant 
story to account for the many small lumps 
that appear on the head of every turkey. 
One winter, ages ago, the birds of the air 
were alarmed to notice that, so cold and 
frosty had the weather been, the fire of 
the world was almost all extinguished 
Fearfully anxious about their comforts, 
the birds held a council, where they 
decided that the highest-flying of their 
number should go and seek everywhere for 
some remaining spark. Accordingly, the 
eagle, lark and raven undertook the 
mission, but, though their search extended 
over many days, it was fruitless. 

Then the humble brown sparrow, un- 
abashed by the failure of the mighty ores. 
went off yuietly, and, flying low, espied a 
solitary spark in the hollow stunrp of a 
tree in a forest. Notified of the “ find, ’ 
all the birds assembled, but the glow 
gradually diminished as they attempted to 
withdraw the spark. When the position 
seemed almost hopeless. the turkey had a 
brain-wave. He declared that he could 
keep the spark alight by fanning it with 
his wings. This he did day after day 
until the increasing heat burned all the 
feathers from his head. Indeed, he was 
burned so badly in thus conserving the 
world’s heat supplies, that all turkeys 
ever since have had bald and blistered 
heads as a memento of their ancestor's 
cleverness ard bravery. South American 
Indians still kindle their fires with turkey 
wings. 


“ Camitla.” 


Memories of Fanny Burney are recalled 
by the sale of Camilla Lacey, a Surrey} 
mansion standing on the site of the 
cottage, and destroyed by fire some years 
ago, which was once the home of the 
famous eighteenth century novelist. The 
house was named by her after the third 
of her novels, *‘ Camilla.”’ which, though 
hy no means her best, was far and away 
the most successful from a financial point 
of view. For “ Evelina,”’ which won the 
praise of Reynolds and Johnson, she re- 
ceived only £30. and for her second 
venture, ‘* Cecilia,” her royalties totalled 
only £250: but “Camialla ” brought her 
in over 3,900 guineas. The money enabled 
her to !uild Camilla Cottage for herself 
end her husband, General d’Arblay, the 
French refugee whom she met at the 
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neighbouring Juniper Hall.

THE BANK AS SEEN FROM 
NEW ANGLE. 


Floodlighting is not altogether a new in- 
novation in Dublin, but the unusual effect of 
the recent installation in the courtyard of 
the Bank of Ireland, at College Green, 
undoubtedly calls for comment. In 
the beam of the powerful lights the 
dignified beauty of the pillared  por- 
tico and the impression of strength con. 
veyed by the light and shade effect of the 
time-worn stone cannot fail to attract the 
attention of the passer-by. 

The best view of the floodlit Bank is 
obtained when approaching College Green 
from Grafton street, when the sharp sil 
houette of the balustrade, with its three 
allegorical figures and Coat of Arms, appears 
against the dark background of the sky. 
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IRISH MANUSCRIPTS 
COMMISSION. 


——— 
ISSUE OF THE LIBER PRIMUS 
KILKENNIENSIS. 


The Liber Primus Kilkenniensis, just 
issued by the Irish Manuscripts Commission, 
should be a welcome addition to the author1- 
tative material for the municipal and social 
history of medieval Ireland, and will help to 
establish firmly the antiquities of the fair 
city on the Nore. It is the earliest of the 
Kilkenny Corporation books. now extant, and 
contains a miscellaneous collection of records 
in Latin. French and English, reaching from 
the earlier part of the thirteenth century till 
towards the end of the sixteenth. . 

Among its contents are transcripts of 
charters from the Earls Marshals, husband 
and son, respectively, of Diarmaid MacMur- 
chadha’s grand-daughter, through whom they 
wished to derive a title to be rulers of 
Leinster. But the greater part of the book 
16 taken up with the proceedings of the 
municipal authorities and the exercise of the 
very extensive legislative and juridical 
vdwers, extending even to the penalty of 
death. which these little republics possessed 
in the middle ages. 

There are also documents relating to every- 
day life, and showing particularly the respect 
required for public authority in the person 
of the chief magistrate of the town, to draw 
a weapon an rity in whose presence was an 
offence severely punished. 

The issue of this volume is a hope‘ul sign 
of a renewed interest in the study of authentic 
documents of history «and topography, such 
as were the pride of the Celtic Society and 
the Irish “il mír Society in the middle 
of the last century, and there 1s good reason 
to hope that the work of the Commission, 
founded on the public spirit of a native 
Government, will be yet more fruitful and 
lasting.

GOOD BUSINESS IN 
DUBLIN.

Atthough this has not been a “ record ” 
Christmas. for Dublin shopkeepers, the effect 
of the general shortage of nmicney does not 
appear to have greatly reduced the numbers 
of people who have been making their 
Christmas purchases within the past few 
days. 

Provision mercharts are always the last 
to feel the shortage of monev at thus time 
of the vear, as nearly everyone tries to pro 
vide a full table for the festive season. 
Despite the high price of turkeys, they have 
sold extremely well, and the accompanying 
ham, at a moderate price, has also found 
ready buvers. Fruit and ' luxury foods 
have been purchased in large quantities, and 
from what the shopkeepers tell me, they are 
quite satisfied with their Christmas sales. 

During the past few years there has been 
a falling-off in the number of comparatively 
useless presents, such as ornaments, and thi 
general tendency is, I find, to give something 
useful, and even Aunt Emma’s tie for father 
ix of a moderate hue, which makes it wear 
able. Retailers of small incidental items of 
clothing for men and women have found 
business quite brisk. 


THE POPULAR NOVEL. 

Purchases of books have been abnormal 
within the past weck or so, and I found it 
very difieult to aitract the attention of a 
harrassed assistant when I visited one of the 
city’s leading booksellers’ yesterday. Gift 
volumes of the poets in expensive bindings, 
so popular as a present for adolescents a 
decade or so ago, find little favour to-day. 
It took me some time to ascertain what books 
were most popular, but eventually I decided 
that novels had pride of place, although it 


would be hard to sav which novelist was the i 


most popular, as purchasers were choosing 
their books after dipping into the contents 
rather than ly the authors’ names Annuals 
vere “ best sellera’’ for children, especiall 
those catering íor the '' young idea, ' between 
16 and 14 years of age. 

Toys are always popular, but this year the 
mechanical toy is, | am told, selling in un- 
precedented numbers, and | thought it a pity. 
as I watched a youthful shopper lAden with 
ingenioas clockwork and electrical contr 
vances, that so many of these toys should 
have to be imported from the “Continent. 
Dolls, both besutiful and grotesque, were 


clasped in the arms of many of the smaller ; 


girl visitors in the shops, while trey 
gazed open-eved in wonder at those remain 
ing on the shelves. 

The snirit of Christmas has, undoubtedly, 
survived the troubled waters of the year’s 
financia) worries, and has gone far to restore 
the position of the shopkeepers who found 
their resources so sadly depleted by the 
economy wave of a few weeks ago. 
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PHYSICAL TRAINING 
IN SCHOOLS. 


ARMY INSTRUCTOR SYSTEM 
CRITICISED. 


“T criticise the Army Inatructor system, 
on the ground that the syllabus is designed 
for adults, and not adolescents, for Army re- 
cruits, and not schoolboys,’ Mr. M. L 
Jacks, of Mill Hill, said at the Headmasters’ 
Conference at Charterhouse, Godalming, 
Surrey. yesterday, when he suggested the 
setting up, in the public schools, of a re- 
cognised physical education depurtment, 
working In relation to the other departments 

“The bulk of Army instructors,’’ he added, 

are limited in their outlook, however 
efficient. Some of the exercises | believe to 
be definitely harmful.” 

The Conference passed a resolution stress 
ing the importance of a carefully considered 
system of physical education, and welcom- 
ing the formation of the Carnegie Institute 
for physical Training. 

The possibilities and the limits of 
economies in public schools were considered 
at a private sessions. In a report issued 
afterwards it was stated that the Conference, 
‘“‘while recognising with revret that the cost 
of education cannot be drastically reduced 
without grave loss of efficiency, is of opinion 
that economies can, and should, be made by 
a saving in administrative expenses, and 
postponement, where practicable, of structu 
ral improvements, and a withdrawal of all 
demards for expenditure on purposes which 
are not of essential value to the efficiency 
of the school.’’

HE Coroner of Belfast (Dr. James 

T Graham) at an inquest which was held 

to-day on the body of the Rev. David 

M. McConnell, of the Manse, Ahóoghill, Co. 

Antrim, who was knocked down and injured 

by a cyclist on November 2nd, described as 

‘“‘dastardly conduct’’ the action of the 

cyclist who rode on a few moments after he 
had knocked down Mr. McConnell. 

The Coroner added that “he hoped his 
identity would be discovered ”’ 

So far the police have not been able te 
trace the cyclist. 

Mrs. Mary Agnes McConnell, wife of the 
deceased clergyman, said that on November 
2 she, her husband and Miss Morrow were 
walking along the main Castlewellan-Kates- 
bridge road They were going towards 
hatesbridge, where Mr. McConnell was to 
conduct a Service. Some distance along the 
road Mr. McConnell said: “ Look out, here’s 
a bicycle coming.’’ Witness next heard the 
cyclist crash into her husband. who was 
knocked down. The cyclist picked up his 
bicycle and was preparing to go on when 
Miss Morrow called him to assist in 
lifting Mr. McConnell. 
his bicycle lamp on where Mr. McUonne!]! 
was lying. Then he got on his bicycle and 
rode away. He did not give his name or 
address. Mr. McConnell said to him just 
after the collision: ‘‘ You were riding 
furiously.” The cyclist said he was. 
The cyclist, as far as witness could see, was 
wearing a grey suit and was of small build. 
Mr. McConnell] complained that his shoulder 
was hurt. and later he was taken to a doctor. 
At the time of the accident it was dark and 
was raiping heavily. 

Miss F. Morrow corroborated the fore- 
going evidence. 

Medical evidence showed that death was 
due to septic pvenumonia following disloca- 
tion of the shoulder.

HE making of poteen and the “ minting ”’ 
a of money by the aid of Hour and bottles 

were matters mentioned in ev.dence 
tendered to listiict Justice Gleeson at Ennis 
tymon during the hearmg of a charge of 
larceny by means of a trick. Martin 
McDonach, of no fixed address, and his wiie, 
Mary, were charged with the larceny of £6 
from John Minogue, a farmer, residing at 
Derraney, Whitegate. 

McDonagh pleaded “ not guilty, ” and his 
wife “guilty, to having received the money. 

Evidence was given by Minogue that 
McDonagh called to his house and said that 
if he gave him some money he would make 
a lot more for him, and make him a rich man. 
McDonagh also spoke about making poteen, 
but witness was not as mucn interested in 
the poteen as the money. He gave Mci-onagh 
£6 in notes, from which the accused man 
said he would make £45. As requested, he 
also gave him some flour and bottles to make 
the additional money. McDonagh went off 
with his money and strange apparatus, and 
witness never got the £45 as promised. 

Superintendent Keegan, who prosecuted, 
remarked that Minogue was now a sadder 
and a wiser man. He had neither got the 
£45 nor the £6 which he had actually given 
to McDonagh. 

The Justice came to the conclusion that in 
pleading guilty the wife had acted under the 
domination of her husband, whom he decided 
to convict. It was the old story of a tinker 
offering to make counterfeit money. U1 
course, he had not made tt, and, if anything, 
he had done worse in this case by putting 
the blame on his unfortunate wife. 

A long list of previous convictions for 
larcenies, assaults and false pretences were 
produced in court, and the Justice said that 
it was a strange thing to say, but he had 
never before met a man of McDonagh's clas: 
with a record, In this country people who 
go around the roads conducted themseives as 
a rule; the most they did was get drunk. 
Certainly, McDonagh was not a credit to the 
profession, 

The Superintendent mentioned that all 
belonging to MeDonagh had a similar 
record, He had prosecuted McDonagh tor 
another offence at Castlebar.

REPORT dealing with the activities of 
A the department administered by the 

City Surveyor of Beliast (Mr. R. B. 
Donald) shows the improvements carried out 
a'l over the county borough during the vear.

The construction of a new reinforeed concrete 
arteria! road from Cavehill road to Westland 
road, including a reinforced concrete cuivert, 
and the processional road to 
the new Parliament buildings at Stormont is 
proceeding satisfactorily. 

In connection with the relief work, the 
statistics show that they gave einplovment to 
851 men for a period equivalent to 52 weeks’

War Debts. 

Yesterday two continents reached in- 
compatible decisions. -The Young Plan 
Advisory Committee, in session at Basel. 
agreed that Germany would be unable 
to pay her conditional annuities at the 
end of the period of moratorium; and 
the United States Senate, having 


after which the continual expansion of 


world trade would ensure her growing 
prosperity. Not merely, however, has trade 
failed to expand, but it has collapsed, and 
Germany’s recovery seems to be further off 
than ever it was. The conclusion is 
that the only lasting means to restore 
confidence is to ‘‘ adapt all debts between 
countries to meet the needs of the present 
world upheaval.” It was apparent, of 
course, from the outset that the 
Committee must reach this decision. 
Germany cannot pay in gold because she 
has virtually no gold. She cannot pay 
in goods because the nations have reared 
tariff walls which bar her goods from 
entrance. Taxation has explored the 
pockets of her citizens to the bottom, and 
they can bear no further sacrifices. If 
it were merely a question of cancelling 
the conditional payments, we believe that 
the nations of Europe would cancel them 
for their own good; for they have 
realised that these payments make a farce 
of international] trade. At the same time, 
they cannot pay the United States’ bill 
for War debts unless they obtain thie 
money from Germany as reparations, and 
yesterday's decision at Washington puts 
them in a deadlock. Shortsightedness is 
not, as a rule, an American failing, but 
in this matter it bids fair to leave a 
legacy of disaster.

SENATE SUPPORTS PRESIDENT. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

The United States Senate to-night 
passed the resolution ratifying the mora- 
tonum, Which had already been adopted 
by the House of Representatives. President 
Hoover's bold initiative in instituting a 
one-vear holiday for inter-Governmental 
debts. as from July 1 last, has thus been 
endorsed by Congress, and the moratorium 
becomes a Statutory measure. 

Without even discussing the question, 
the Senate accepted the provision of the 
House of Representatives banning any 
further revision of war debts or their 
cancellation. 

The ratification resolution was adopted 
by the handsome majority of 69 votes to 
12 

The Senate rejected an amendment 
which called for a revision of the Treaty 
of Versailles as a condition of the debt 
Congress finally went into recess 
until January 4. 


BRITISH INSTALMENT. 


The Congress ratification of the war 
debts holiday is actually a week overdue. 
Technically, the British instalment of 
79.970,000 dollars and other foreign debt 
payments fell due en December 15, failing 
sich ratification, and the delicate point 
raised by the delay on the part of Con- 
gress in taking action led to some amount 
of diplomatic activity. 

The State Department finally decided 
to intimate to Great Britain and other 
countries concerned that the point was re- 
garded as purely a technical one.

A WORLD PROBLEM. 


Germany's problem, which is to a 
‘reat extent the cause of the increasing 
nnancial paralysis of the world, the-e- 
‘ore calls for, the Committee vs, 
ommon action by the Governments. It 
s a world problem, ind not an ex- 
‘usively German one, and must, 
sccordingly, be treated in a much wider 
neasure. 

The Wiggin Report already gave an 
earnest warning. The crisis has : -¥W 
issumed. tremendous dimensions, and tf 
nothing happens to counteract it further 
catastrophy is likely to be inevitable. 

The only permanent step to restore 
confidence is to adapt all debts as 
between the countries—reparation and 
other War debts—to meet the needs of 
the present world upheaval. Energetic 
steps must be taken to make perma "nt 
‘he effect which the German Governi ‘ent 
is trving to attain towards protecting the 
stability of her currency. 


APPEAL FOR DECISIONS. 
The Committee addresses to the Govern- 
ments an appeal to come to decisions 


wit out delay, in erder to awaken new 


hopes of improvement in the difficult 
crisis which oppresses all countries in 
equal measure. 

The delegates meet at 8.30 to-night for 
the purpose of signing the agreement. 
They had already urged complete agree- 
ment on all different questions. Indepen- 
dent critics here regard the report as very 
guarded and colourless.

NEW DISASTERS POSSIBLE. | 


‘‘Since last July,” the report adds, 
it has been evident that if the crisis by 
which Germany has been overwhelmed 
were not remedied it would spread to the 
rest of Europe, destroy the 
painstakingly built up, and create pro- 
found repercussions in every part of the 
world. 

““ Economic activity continues with diffi- 
culty at a very low ebb in the face of 
restricted credit, rizid control of ex- 
changes and paralysing restrictions on in- 
ternational trade. This state of things is 
complicated by the reaction of economic 
affairs and political problems and vice 
versa.” 

In examining the whole situation the 
Committee suggests that the Governments 
shovl1 particularly take note of various 
First, that transfers from 
one couutry to another on a scale so large 
as to upset the balance of payments can 
only accentuate the present chaos. 

Secondly, the release of a debtor 
country from a burden of payments which 
it is unable to bear may merely have the 
effect of transferring that burden to a 
creditor country, which, in its character 
as debtor, it in its turn may be unable 
to bear. 

Thirdly, the adjustr:ent of all repara- 
tion and war debts to the troubled situa- 
tion—ard this adjustment should take 
place without delay if new disasters are to 
be avoided—is the only lasting step 
capable of re-cstablishing confidence. 


GERMAN CAPACITY TO PAY. 


In an analysis of Germany’s capacity to 
pay, the Committee “Germany 


ee 


says :— 
was peculiarly susceptible to the great 
crisis, because of the large amount of her 
short-term foreign debt. A census taken 
by the German Government shows 12 
milliard marks owing at the end of July. 
Prior to that date sums estimated at 2.9 
milliard marks had been withdrawn, and 
since then 1.2 milliards had been with 
drawn under the stand-still agreement. 

“ 4 rough balance of payments shows 
that Germany will have had to meet 


| during the whole of 1951 withdrawals ot 


capital amourting to about 4.9 milliard 
After using the other resources 
available to her, this has caused a drain 
of gold and foreign exchange from the 
Reichsbank of 1.7 milliards. 

“ As a result, the Reichsbank has had 
to take a series of measures for increas- 
ing stringency in order to limit other 
calls for foreign exchange which might be 
made upon her. Nevertheless, it has con 
tinued to lose reserves, while, at the 
same time, it has been forced to extend 
its own credit to make up for the sweeping 
losses of deposits by the banks and savings 


banks. 
INDUSTRIAL SITUATION. 


“ Germany's industrial production fell 
between 1928-31 by one-third, resulting 
in increased unemployment, to a level 
of five millions wholly unemployed out 
of about twenty-one million employed 
persons. Germany's demand for capital 
to fill the gap left by the War 
and its aftermath, was met to 
a substantial extent by an influx of capita] 
estimated by the Bankers’ Committee 
(Wiggins-Lewis) at 18 milliard marks. 
Though 10 milliards was offset by repara- 
tions, the balance of 8 milliards, together 
with Germany's own savings, led toa large 
development of public and private enter- 
prises in the years 1925-30. During a 
period of five years no less than 32.8 
milliards of new capital were invested, of 
which 22.4 illiadle represented invest- 
ments by public authorities. 


A HOPEFUL NOTE. 


Referring to the effect of the crisis on 
Germany, the Committee state that to 
assume that equilibrium will not be re- 
gained in the present crisis would be a 
counsel of despair. This is as true of 
Germany as of other countries. In past 
vears she has built up an immense and 
powerful economic equipment. 

The reconstruction of markets and the 
fall of prices has prevented her from 
utilising this market to the full, and the 
activity of her factories 1s now necessarily 
reduced. But although it is impossible to 
fix a date it is none the less certain that 
it will ultimately be restored with the 
assistance of the measures suggested in the 
conclusions of the Committee's report.

INVESTING PUBLIC 
WARNED.

AE general financial depression appears 

to have caused a seeking of fields and 
pastures new among the ‘‘ share-pushers.’’ 
It is evident that they have chosen the 
investing public of the Irish Free State as 
a suitable ground for exploitation. 

There is evidence of very persistent 
efforts, both from London and from 
Dublin, to ‘‘ plant ” shares in bogus com- 
panies, or shares in companies that have 
already gone to the wall. The methods 


adopted are not at all new, and, if it were ! 


not for human weakness, would long since 
have been out of date. The way of 
approach is calculated to deceive even the 
most wary. 


A WARNING. 


A general warning is required, because 
exposure in individual cases escapes notice, 
and people who, in ordinary circumstances, 
would keep careful guard over their posses- 
sions, when they are offered something for 
nothing, fail to realise that it is time to 
call for the police, and are taken in. How 
much loss and trouble would be spared 
scores of people if they would submit free 
prospectuses to any respectable stock- 
broker, who, without fee or reward, would 
give them the best advice to be got. 

A newspaper's duty begins and ends in 
pointing out the fact that the ‘‘ bucket 
shops ” are carrying on their nefarious 
practices here, and the public who are 
approached must be left to act sensibly 
and reasonably towards the ‘ share- 
pushers.' They must, after warning, be 
expected to examine the goods as they 
would in making a purchase from the 
easual vendor who offers wares at their 
doors. 


ATTRACTIVE PHRASES. 


It is always a matter of surprise that 
ordinarily sensible people, and people 
who, in other respects, are careful 
guardians of their money, should be led 
by a few honeyed words into entrusting

without question sums of money to men of 
whom they know nothing, and of whom 
they never heard before, while these same 
careful, ordinary folk, if a neighbour 
asked them to advance the same sum, 
would closely examine every certificate of 
guarantee that their friend offered. 

Prospectuses have been handed round 
in Dublin at the offices of stockbrokers 
offering attractive interest on shares with- 
out even the guarantee of the names of 
the directors of the concern making the 
offer. Clearly this is evidence that the 
Free State investing public are regarded 
as likely to fall a prey to easy money 
proposals. This in itself should be more 
than a warning. 


THE WORK FINDERS. 


There are other kinds of these insidious 
inducements to people with a little money 
to entrust it to unknown hands. People 
looking for permanent situations, secre- 
taryships and other clerical posts are by 
advertisement offered such positions if 
they will pay down sums_ ranging 
from £5 to £30. Reputable firms 
which have work to do have no 
need - to seek assistants in this 
manner. Their first anxiety is to secure 
the service of persons who are capable 
of advancing the interests of their busi- 
nesses, and with such firms payers of 
small premiums would certainly not he 
considered before applicants with creden- 
tials of service. 

Wherever a premium is demanded, the 
closest inquiry into the permanency olf 
the post offered should be made through 
the agency of competent advisers. Sound 
commercial ,establishments, where the 
work is likely to continue and develop 
into a permanent situation if the chosen 
applicant proves himself capable of 
discharging the duties, will bear the test 
of the closest investigation. Only when 
such inquiries have proved satisfactory 
should a premium be paid. 


PARTNERSHIP SCHEMES. 


In the same manner the greatest 
caution should be exercised where per- 
sons are invited to enter into partner- 
ships on paying sums of money for 
share in the profits of the business. It 
in obviously an easy matter to draw up 
partnership deeds and to accept cheques 
from people able to pay. It is incumbent 
on such persons to make absolutely sure 
of the soundness of the business they 
are invited to support with their money. 
The very best assistance in such a case 
that a potential partner in a business 
ean get should be from an experienced 
solicitor. This agent should be e¢m- 
powered to demand every particular :e- 
garding the positiop and prospects of the 
business. 

Such advice is based on the ordinary 
maxims which yovern commercial trif>»- 
actions. It may be callously said that 
anyone who disiegards such obvious pre- 


|cautions deserves to lose his money. The 


specious appeals referred to are made 
in the expectation that proper precan- 
tions will not be taken, because the warn- 
ing voice is too seldom given a hearing.

THE COMFORT OF 
CHRISTMAS. 


The Times to-day, in the course of a 
leading article on ' The Comfort of 
Christmas.” says:—Our average citizen 
does not derive any great access of good 
cheer from being assured that to-day s 
troubles are world-wide. He knows it 
well enough. He sees that only inter- 
national trust and united effort can bring 
to pass any substantial improvement, while 
it is just these impelling forces which 
seem almost unattainable. Almost the 
worst feature of the whole wretched busi- 
ness, he observes, is that time and time 
again there have been delusive signs of a 
change for the better. It looked as if 
misunderstandings were about to be 
removed and concerted action made 
possible, with a corresponding revival of 
confidence and trade. Then some spirit of 
perversity seemed at work, the gleams of 
hope faded, the clouds “ returned after 
the rain.” 

It was hardly fancy that some magic, 
some power from outside, was needed to re- 
shape the course of events, and to give the 
world new hope. Failing that, our average 
citizen asks: what is to be done? How are 
we to achieve good cheer in the actual con- 
ditions of this Christmas? It looks as 
though there were only one way. For the 
children’s sake, if not for our own, we 
must play a game of “let's pretend.’’ 
Through the next few days we will 
try to forget all disagreeable facts. We 
must bundle into a cupboard, as it were, 
all our private and public troubles and 
shut the door, and feign that they do not 
exist. 


THE NEW FACTOR IN LIFE. 

To some effort of that kind accordingly 
our average citizen is bracing himself to- 
day. It is not, he admits, a very satis- 
factory kind of game. Even at Christmas 
the ugly facts are apt to pop out their 
heads, and they will emerge again in all 
their grim reality when the brief season 
is over. Still, good cheer must be 
attempted somehow, and, failing the 
appearance of some transforming factor 
in human life, by what means other than 
that of wilful forgetfulness can it be 
achieved ? 

At this point our friend may be asked 
to pause for a moment before concluding 
that there is no more to be said. He has 
been wishing for a new factor in human 
life. What if it were precisely this which 
Christmas Day supplies? After all, the 
real source of Christmas celebrations and 
good cheer is the fact that from this dav 
onwards a new and Divine power became 
perpetually resident in human life. 
Christmas is the commemoration of a birth 
and a beginning, but of a beginning which 
has no end. : 


BELGIAN CREDIT.

BRUSSELS, Wednesday. 

A grave denunciation of persons who 
spread alarmist rumours with a view to 
destroying Belgium’s financial credit was 
uttered by M. Renkin, Prime Minister, 
in the Chamber to-day. The Belgian frane 
was not in danger, M. Renkin declared. 
The Budget for 1932 was balarnted, and 


would remain so without the necessity of 


invoking foreign assistance. 

Referring to the special tariff measures 
which the Cabinet is considering for the 
defence of industries i“ menaced by the 
Customs tariffs and quotas introduced in 
other countries.” M. Renkin said that 
Belgium would be obliged to take these 
measures in self-defence. The Govern- 
ment had the necessary powers, and would 
use them with firmness, but with prudence. 
The ruin of Belgian industries by ex- 
cessive imports and the extension of unem- 
ployment must be prevented. 

M. Vandervelde, the Socialist leader, 


speaking in equally grave tones, said that | 


the economic situation was very serious. 
A tariff war had begun, and the Socialist 
Party would support the Government in 
any r:easures that it considered necessary, 
provided these measures were only in- 
tended to be temporary 

The bill to authorise the Government to 
issue Treasury bonds to the amount of five 
hundred million francs has passed both 
Houses of Parliament.

that, if the Cunard Line gave up their 
supership, France would do the asme, the 
Cunard Company state that no communi- 
cation in this connection has reached 
them fro 1 either the French Government 
or the French Company. 

The Cunard Company is aware that, 
following the visit of M. Laval, the 
French Premier, to Berlin a short time 
ago, discussions have been taking place 
}atween the French and German steam- 
ship companies with regard to the limita- 
tion of tonnage in the trades in which 
French an‘ German steamers. are 
employed. 


THE REASON, 


The reasons for the Cunard Company 
ordering the ship known as No. 534 were 
given by their Chairman, Sir Percy Bates, 
in his speech to the shareholders at the 
last annual meeting. 

A new ship was necessary for the com- 
pany 's express service, and was, there- 
fore, ordered. 

In the natural sequenc2 of events ships 
have to be replaced as they grow old, if 
the company’s business is to be main- 
tained. The last express ship built by 
the Cunard Company was the Aquitania. 
which commenced her carecr in 1914. 

Since that date the French Line have 
built the express liner Paris, in 1921; 


present under construction for the same 
company is reported to be of similar 
dimensions to No. 534. 


GERMANY AND ITALY, 


In addition to the French activities in 
this direction during the past two years, 
the Germans have introduced the express 
liners Bremen and Europe, cf 50,000 tons, 
which are at present the fastest ..tlantic 
liners afloat. 

Over and above this, the Italian steam- 
ship companies are engaged in big ship 
construction 

At the present two vessels of about 
50,000 tons are being built, the Conte of 
Savoia at Trieste and the Rex at Genoa. 

It is obvious, therefore, that there is a 
deman | for vessels of this character which 
requires to be met. Otherwise, they 
would not be built. If Great Britain is 
to maintain her place in the forefront of 
shiping, the task of building such a 
ship as 534 has to be undertaken. 

Apart from this, the Cunard Company, 
under its contract with the Post Office, 
has to provide an expfess service of mail 
steamers to the United States, a service 
which it has conducted uninterruptedly 
for over ninety years. 


THE ILE DE FRANCE. 


FRENCH CHAMBER'S

SEARCH FOR CREW OF 
FISHING BOAT.

LONDON, Wednesday. 


A special letter of thanks has been sent 
by the Royal National Lifeboat Institu- 
tion to Mr. W. J. Moncas, its honorary 
secretary at Rosslare Harbour; Coxswain 
James Wickham, Assistant Motor Mechanic 
Wickham, and three other members of the 
Wickham family, for their promptness in 
putting out in a motor fishing boat to 
search for the boat Alice T., of Wexford, 
which was out on a pleasure trip fishing 
and was swamped on the outlying shoals. 

Just after eight in the evening of the 
13th September a man swam ashore from 
the boat, and reported that two other men 
were missing. 

The rescue party put out at once in 
Coxswain Wickham’s own motor boat Tern, 
taking a small boat in tow, and for over 
three hours they carefully searched the 
ex.nd banks, but could find no trace of the 
missing men. 

In the letter of appreciation the Institu- 
tion thanked all concerned for ‘‘ their 
willingness to go to the aid of their fellow- 
men in peril, which was typical of the 
spirit of brotherhood which links together 
all those connected with the sea.’’

DISCOVERY OF THE CRACK. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
VATICAN CITY, Wednesday. 


A piece of paper was stuck across a 
crack which was noticed in the ceiling of 
the Vatican Library shortly after noon 
yesterday to see if the crack would widen, 
but as it did not no anxiety was aroused. 

A few hours later the ceiling collapsed 
with a thunderous roar, trapping five 
people in the ruins. 

It was just after leaving the Papal 
apartments, after being. received by the 
Pontiff at noon yesterday, that word was 
brought to the Pro-Prefect of the Library, 
Monsignor Tisserant, that the crack had 
appeared. He at once went to the scene 
himself and ordered a test to be carried 
out. 

Although Monsignor Tisserant  con- 
sidered that there was no immediate 
danger, he called upon experts to take 
measures to reinforce that part of the 
building. There was not the slightest 
indication then that a collapse would 
shortly occur. 

Four workmen who were called in to 
examine the ceiling, with a view to sup- 
porting it, were caught completely un- 
awares when the crash occurred and were 
engulfed. 


THREE BODIES RECOVERED 


Two bodies were recovered shortly after 
the crash, and another was dug out this 
evening. 

Monsignor Benedetti and Professor 
Gout, on the other hand, were working in 
the room below, and, hearing an ominous 
sound, looked up and saw the ceiling 
slowly open and a cloud of dust issuing 
from it. 

Both were in time to rush out, but they 
were unable to warn Dr. Vattasso, who 
was so intent on the manuscript he was 
studying that he noticed nothing, or, 11 
he did. was too late to escape. When 
found later he was still breathing, and 
was rushed t> hospital, but died on the 
way, and his body will be brought to lie 
beside those of the three workmen in the 
little church of San Pellegrino, in the 
Vatican City. 

Dr. Vattasso was only 25 vears old, and 
was a nephew of Monsignor Vattasso, 
formerly one of the librarians in the 
Latin section of the Vatican, who died a 
few years ago of a stroke, in the very 
library in which his young relative was 
engulfed. 


ENGAGED IN CATALOGUING. 


Dr. Vattasso had persistently applied 
for a post in the library, and at length he 
was rewarded by being allowed to start 
work at the beyginniny of this month, with- 
out obtaining a regular post. He had 
then barely recovered from a motoring 
accident im which he was involved five 
months ago He was seat-4 near Mon- 
signor Benedetti and Professor Gout at 
the time of the crash.

—and hefore he had said 6.30 Mass—he ) 


asked the latest news with regard to the 
accident. When told that three bodies 
had been found, he expressed the deepest 
sorrow, and. gave urgent orders that 
the work of digging away the debris be 
continued with the utmost despatch, in 
the hope of finding the other two work- 
men alive. He then went to his private 
chapel, where he said Mass and prayed 
for the souls of the victims. One body 
was fonnd in the afternoon. 


From the courtyard of the Belvedere, 
through the open dour and windows of 
the grand floor of the collapsed build- 
ing, can be seen a mass of grey, powdered 
ruins, reaching up to the ceiling. Work- 
wen with picks and shovels are still dig- 
ging feverishly in search of the one miss- 
ing body.

POPE NOT AT THE LIBRARY. 


It was thought that the Pope might 
visit the scene of the accident during 
his afternoon drive, but His Holiness 
drove round the gardens, and then in- 
spected the Consistorial Hall, the restora- 
tion of which is nearly completed. 

There is no foundation for the report 
that the Pope visited the Library yester- 
day afternoon. Confusion must have 
arisen between the Vatican Library and 
the Pontiff's private library, in which 
he spends much time, in quite another 
building. 

SCENE OF DESOLATION, 

Tt is difficult to convey the desolate 
eondition to which the  brillantly- 
frescoed and vaulted ceiling of the Hall of 
the Hundred Days and the columns sup- 
porting it have been reduced. It was 
one of a vista of magnificent halls, 
through which hundreds of visitors pass 
each year, admiring the rich gifts of 
kings and other royalties to the Pontiffs 
throughout the ages. Where once were 
delicate scrolls and designs of malachite 
and lapis is now a gaping void. 

The floors of coloured marbles on which 
were splendid tables and glasscases, con- 
taining priceless objects from all parts 
of the world offered in homage, are no 
more. Only the walls remain in fagged 
contour, their painted surfaces still 
superh, even amid such a scene of havoc. 

The part of the Library which collapsed 
was in the so-called Braccio Vecchio—old 
wing—bnilt in 1586 to 1588 by Sixtus The 
Fifth. The building is divided into two 
immense courtyards designed by 
Bramante. 

Althongh the loss of 15,000 books— 
among 500,000—does not seem great, the 
lost volumes are unique copies of works 
of the greatest value to scholars. 


FIRE OF 1904 RECALLED. 


The present accident, in which the 
Koman firemen have assisted the small 
Vatican body, consisting of six men, re- 
calls a similar incident in 1904, when 
fire broke oyt in the same building, and 
Pius X., when asked if it was permissible 
to call an Italian fire brigade, said: “ Call 
anyone, so long as the Library is saved." 

The Romans promptly came to the 
scene, and put out_the fire, which was 
not serious, the Under Secretary of the 
Home Office personally directing opera- 
tions. 

This was the first time that an Italian 


oficial had entered the Vatican since 
1870, and the Under Secretary was 
thanked by Cardinal Merry Del Val. 

This evening the Osservatore Romano 
publishes a continued list of contributions 
to the Pope’s fund for the poor, which 
includes that of Dr. Vattasso and other 
members of the Library staff.

SYNDICATE URGES A 
TARIFF.

i COLOGNE, Wednesday. 

Loss of markets as a consequence of the 
de-valuation of the pound is causing the 
Ruhr Coal Syndicate to press the Govern- 
ment for special measures against the 
import of British coal. 

A report of a recent meeting of the 
Syndicate members mentioned imports of 
400,000 tons of British coal per month. 
This quantity is understood to represent 
employment for twelve thousand men. 
The increase in the turnover tax imposed 
by the recent Emergency Decree will cost 
the Syndicate a further twelve million 
marks (£690,000 at par) per vear, whilst 
the 10 per cent. wage “cut,” which 
comes into foree on January lst, will be 
more than balanced by the 10 per cent. 
‘‘cut’’ in prices stipulated in the same 
decree. 

Reviewing its marketing possibilities for 
the coming year, the Syndicate estimates 
that the decline will be such as to neces- 
sitate the discharge of 20,000 men.

LIFEBOAT ATTEMPTS TO 
RESCUE CREW.

Telephoning trom Newcastle, Co. Down, at 
one o clock this morning, an eve-witnees gave 
a graphic account of a schooner’s mishap in 
the heavy gale blowing in the Irish Sea 
through the might. 

At about 8 oclock yesterday evening the 

Volant, a two-miasted schooner, belonging to 
Annalong, County Down, and carrying a crew 
of five was seen beating about in Dundrum 
Bay. The gale, blowing from the south-west, 
was then at its height, and the sails were 
seen to strip from the masts of the ship, 
which drifted down the coast about a quarter 
of a mile from the shore until nearly 11 
o'clock, when it ran aground opposite the 
golt links at Newcastle. 
' The Newcastle lifeboat immediately put out, 
to sea, but so strong was the gale that it 
Was swept past the Volant, and at the time 
of telephoning was still in the Bay endeavour 
ing to make her way to the stranded ship. 
A rocket apparatus was brought from Anna- 
long, but despite several efforts it failed to 
reach the Volant. 

As the wind is off-shore, little apprehension 
is felt as to the safetv of the crew, but if 
the wind shifts to the north-east their position 
will become extremely perilous. 

The Volant left Liverpool on Monday with 
a cargo of coal, and was bound for Annalong.

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A WORK TEST FOR ABLE- 
BODIED MEN. 
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Board of Assistance the relieving 

officer reported that the number of 
cases relieved for the week ending Saturday 
last was 7.677, at a cost of £4,255 9s. This 
was a slight increase on the previous week, 
and a considerable increase on the corre- 
sponding week of last year, when there were 
6,509 cases relieved at a cost of £5,457 8s. 6d. 


TEST WORK FOR APPLICANTS. 

The Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health. forwarded a circular urging the 
adoption of test work for able-bodied appli- 
cants for home ussistance, as provided by the 
regulations. These are that able-bodied men 
in receipt of 5s. weekly shall be required to 
do one complete day’s work every week, and 
pro rata according to the amount received. 
Assistance officers are also required to provide 
work in institutions and hospitals, sanitary 
work, and work in graveyards. Failing the 
rovision of work under any of these head- 
ings, the assistance officer shall detail able- 
bodied men to any vi the following :—Schools : 
cleaning yards, etc.; churches: cleaning and 
gravelling church grounds; assisting road 
contractors in repairs, and the fencing ol 
public roads, quarrying gravel, etc. 


IMPROVEMENT IN WORKHOUSE. 
After his recent inspection of the Work- 
house, Mr. A. P. Delaney, Local Government 
Department Inspector, reported favourably as 
regarded general administration and the dis- 
charge of their duties by the several officers 
of the institution. Extracts from the report 
set out that improvements which had been 
car.ted out in the Workhouse included san!- 
tary equipment, plastering and internal and 
external decoration, and painting carried out 
in the residence of the Resident Medical 
Superintendent at a cost oí £590. At the 
Couvent of Mercy. internal and external paint- 
ing and repairs and improvements had been 
cairied out at a cost of £100, while renewals 
and additions to the central heating system 
involved an outlay of ÁIS. . 

The report further stated that an im- 
portant and essential addition to the equip- 
ment of the Union is being provided in a 
building to be specially devoted to X-ray and 
deep therapy investigation. The work 1s 
well advanced, and it is estimated that the 
structure will cost £1,900. In addition there 
will have to be provided an electrical instal- 
Jation giving a direct supply from service 
mains at a cost of £500; X-ray and deep 
therapy apparatus. £1,400, while it is esti- 
mated that the cost of erecting the apparatus 
will run to about £200. ‘The entire estimated 
cost is approximately £5,900. It is expected 
that the building will be completed early next 
year. 

The Inspector recommended other improve- 
mients, including renewal of the existing under- 
ground steam main from the boiler-house to 
the kitchens in hospitals Nos. 2 and ó; the 
provision of new laundry machinery and

NORTH CITY BUILDING SCHEME. 

Mr. G. M. Linzell, builder. Glasnevin, at- 
tended in reference to a building lay-out 
scheme which he submitted and proposed to 
develop in North Dublin at Hampstead Hall. 
He proposed to erect under the 1951 Housing 
Act g oye ard 110 houses, ranging in 
price from £650 to £950. If he had to lay 
out all the .vads before commencing the job, 
it would immobilise a large amount of his 
capital He suggested that an arrangement 
should be come to by which the scheme would 
ge considerable work immediately for a 
arge number oí men, and by releasing his capi- 
tal would enable him to build a larger number 
of houses per annum than he could do at pre- 
sent. The effect would be to give further 
employment in the building trade during the 
next few years, provide increased revenue to 
the Corporation ot a rapidly rising rateable 
value, and go towards solving the present 
housing problem. He proposed to pay 12s. 
+ foot run of road, measured on the centre 
ine thereof. This, he estimated, would cover 
the whole cost of materials for a road 20 feet 
wide by 7 inches thick, kerbs, etc.

BOARD’S OFFER. 

Mr. Shiels said that on the basis of 1s. an 
hour, if they agreed to the proposal, they 
would be paying £650 out of the rates. He 
did not think it was feasible. They would 
be prepared to pay Mr. Linzell £376, which 
was the amount that would be paid to the 
men on relief work. It was not fair that 
any further sum should be presented to Mr. 
Linzell’s firm. Mr. McCarion, Secretary, 
Department of Local Government and Public 
Health, was against this type of scheme 
when undertaken by a private firm, but he 
had no objection to a similar scheme carried

By a special order of the British Air 
Ministry, the manceuvres known as “ out- 
side Jooping’’ and ‘‘ bunting”’ in civil 
aeroplanes have been prohibited. 

The “ outside loop ” is a loop in which 
the pilot is on the outside of the circle 
described by the aeroplane, instead of the 
inside, as in the ordinary manceuvre 
known as “ looping the loop.” ‘ Bunt- 
ing ” is half-rolling the aeroplane at the 
completion of half an “ outside loop.’’

HIGH-SPEED FIGHTERS. 


flying thousands of miles in forma- 

tion, as part of the annual training 
programme, have blazed the air trail over 
most of the African continent. “The. yearly 
cruises from Cairo to Cape Town and back, 
performed with a precision and regularity 
that have become the touchstone of achieve- 
meut in formation flying, have provided much 
of the knowledge of ground and weather 
conditions governing the operation of the 
commercial uirway over the route. Every 
year, teo, a flight of day bombers 3s ordered 
to travel to the ultimate western shore of 
the continent at Bathurst, in Gambia; before 
long mail and passenger ‘planes will un- 
douvtedly follow them through regions that 
were still called ‘‘ darkest Africa ’’ less than 
a quarter of a century ago. ; 

Now the scheme of service cruises to 
British territory in the great continent 1s 
completed in the announcement of an 
imminent formation flight of four day- 
bombers from Egypt to Uganda, Kenya and 
Tanganyika. Much of this East African 
territory lies along the route followed by the 
Cape-Cairo cruise, but the coming flight will 
be the first of its kind detailed to explore 
thoroughiy the possibilities of intensive 
service-flying in the region, and the 
personnel. will spend much time in. co- 
cperation exercises with ground troops at 
various important points. 


EXTENT OF CRUISE. 

The cruise, totalling approximately 9,000 
miles from start to finish, will be begun from 
Heliopolis aerodrome, near Cairo, on January 
llth, and will end there eleven weeks later. 
South of Egypt and the Sudan, the more 
important towns on the route are Entebbe, 
in Uganda; Kisumu, Nairobi, Mombasa, 
Dar-es-Salaam (the most southerly point of 
the cruise), and Zanzibar. At Entebbe, 
flight will remain for several days to practise 
supply-dropping, picking up of messages, and 
other evolutions planned to assist smooth 
inter-working of land and air forces on active 
service. In Kenya, outlying aerodromes are 
not invariably serviceable, and Nairobi is, 
therefore, designated to be the headquarters 
of the flight during a period of twelve days 
set aside for a series ol daily visits to points 
in the colony lying within two hundred miles 
or so of the capital. 

Once again, the aeroplanes selected for the 
cruise are Fairey 3F biplanes, each powered 
with a single Napier Lion 530 horse power 
motor, and taken, this time, from the flying 
ce ES of No. 14 (Bomber) Squadron, 
which is at present stationed in Transjordania. 
Nimilar machines flew several times in the 
Cairo-Cape Town cruise, and they have 
accomplished all the recent formation flights 
to West Africa. 

Detailed to lead the cruise is Wing- 
Commander A. T .Harris. His flight-com- 
mander is Flight-Lieutenant R. I. R. 
Atcherley, the famous aerobatic and high- 
speed flyer, who, in the course of the 1929 
Schneider contest, established a world's 
‘ record” for speed over 100 kilometres of 
331.75 miles per hour. His skill as an 
exponent of aerobatics was demonstrated this 
vear and last in the National Air Races is 
the United States. 


EYES OF THE FLEET. 

The swiftest and most formidable naval fight- 
ing aeroplanes yet adopted for service with any 
of the world’s great sea fleets have lately re- 
placed obsolete craft in the equipment of the 
Fleet Air Arm. As part of the flying com-

A single 480 horse power Rolls-Royce 
‘““Kestiel’’ motor, similar in many details of 
construction to the marvellous 2,500 and 2,600 
horse power racing engines fitted to Britain's 
record-breaking biad seaplanes this 
year, supplies power to the Nimrod. This 
engine, to-day widely used in the Royal Air 
Force, is exceptionally compact. The frontal 
area of the motor is hy permitting the 
aeroplane designer to build around it an un 
usually well-streamlined cowling and fuselage, 
and it is notably economical in consumption of 
fuel and oil. 


THE FLYING DECK. 

Flying from ship decks has a long history in 
Great Britain, beginning with experiments in 
1911 and 1912, and continuing right through 
the war. Many difficulties, particularly those 
caused by rolling of the carrier in heav 
seas, were met and successively overcome, till 
to-day the proportion of successful deck land- 
ings is nearly 100 per cent., though for years 
the problem seemed almost incapable of solu- 
tion. At one time wires stretched along the 
deck were ompraren to slow up the alighting 
‘planes, but breakages, particularly of the 
under-carriage| were numerous and costly. 
The present type of carrier has a smooth 
Hying deck, the essential ship superstructure 
located in one “ island ” as far to starboard 
as possible. and a ‘‘ round-down” at one end 
of the deck to allow the pilot a margin of 
error in gauging his descent,

This in turn had compelled New Zealand 
to make an abrupt change in her com- 
mercial plans, involving the meeting of all 
overseas commitments as and when they 
fell due for payment from New Zealand 
funds. 

Under the present economic conditions 
they could not count upon being able to 
float a long-term loan in London next year 
at any reasonable rate of interest, and New 
Zealand must be prepared to carry on 
without outside assistance.

VIENNA, Wednesday. 

The allocation by the National Bank to 
residents in Austria of foreign curren- 
cies has been very scanty, indeed, since 
the introduction of exchange restrictions, 
and there have been endless petitions and 
delays, 
_ The public. was surprised this inorn- 
ing, however, by a decree of the bank, in 
which travelling abroad at Christmas is 
discouraged, if not made impossible. Ac- 
cording to the decree only those possessed 
vf a railway ticket from the frontier to 
a point beyond may purchase foreign cur- 
rency in the ratio of 10 Austrian schillings 
for every multiple of 15 schillings spent 
on the ticket up to a limit of £6. They 
mast, moreover, register an oath that 
they have no additional foreign currency 
of their own. Banks are required to have 
satisfied themselves that their clients’ 
statements ure correct, and must certify 
the fact likewise on oath. Motorists are 
deberred altogether from the purchase of 
foreign currency.

A Master of 


Science. 


By a Spectra CORRESPONDENT. 
B ESIDES helping to pave the way for the 


triumphs of modern chemistry, the Hon 

Henry Cavendish, whose bi-centenary 
occurred this year, won distinction as a 
pioneer in electrical science. 

Faraday, the blacksm:th’s son, who frst 
gave reality to electricity outside the labora- 
tory, presents one of the most dazzling figures 
in scientific history, but he had a close rival 
in this member of the ducal house of Devon- 
shire. 

Cavendish, the eldest son of Lord Charles 
Cavendish, and a grandson of the second 
Duke of Devonshire, born at Nice in 1751, 
was a product of the same era as Black, 
Priestley, Watt, Laplace, Erasmus, Darwin, 
Lavoisier and Arago. 

There is a good deal of obscurity about his 
private career. It seems, however, that he 
proceeded straight from Hackney Seminary 
to Peterhouse, Cambridge, but left the Uni- 
versity after three years without taking a 
degree, to pursue stud-es for which he had an 
intense craving. 

Primarily he was attracted to chemistry, 
and he was the virtual father of pneumatic 
chemistry, but he revealed an astonishing 
insight into the recondite problems oi 
electricity, and, to quote Sir William Snow 
Harris, he “really anticipated all those great 
facts in common electricity which were sub- 
sequently made krown to the scientific world 
through the investigations of Coulomb and 
other philosophers.”’ 

Although a large fortune was eventually 
bequeathed to hm by an uncle, he was in 
his father’s life’ime kept in rather narrow 
circumstances. His allowance was restricted 
to £500 a year, and he set up his laboratory 
in some stables in Great Marlborough street, 
London. 

BEFORE THE GALVANOMETER. 

The enforced economy restricted his pur- 
chases, perhaps. It was probably also the 
main contributory influence in the develop- 
ment of some of the oddities of character for 
which he was afterwards noted, but it could 
not carp his enthusiasm, and it directly 
stimulated his inventiveness. 

As a chemisi he discovered hydrogen gas, 
nitric acid, and the composition of water, 
and carried out experiments over a wide field 
remarkable alike for their beauty, their 
originality and their utility. 

His skill in electrical experiments was only 
equalled by his courage. 

No one else has ever been able to compare 


alvanometer. But Cavendish managed it 
orty years before the instrument was in- 
vented. Not until his MSS. were published 
was his secret revealev. It then transpired 
that he had been his own galvanometer, and 
that in order to compare the intensity of 
currents he had caused them to pass —- 
his own body, measuring their power by th: 
extent of the sensations felt in his wrists and 
elbows. 

He specifically sought, as he himself ex- 
pressed it, to ascertain ‘‘ what power of the 
velocity the resistance is proportional to,” 
meaning by “'resistance,” as Maxwell ex- 
plains, the whole force which resists the 
current, and by “velocity” the strength of 
the current. 

The outcome was seen in a discovery com- 
pleted in January, 1781, constituting in 
effect an anticipation of the law of electric 
resistance, discovered independently by 
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electric resistances without the use of the | 
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the latter date that the importance of 


Ohm's Law was fully comprehended, and 
that the measurement of electric resistance 
became a recognised branch of research. 

Maxwell has borne tribute to Cavendish’g 
accuracy. ‘‘It was,” he says, ‘‘truly mar- 
vellous, whether we judge by the con- 
sistency of his results with each other, or 
whether we compare them with the latest 
results obtained with the aid of the galvano- 
meter, and with all the precautions which 
experience has shown to be necessary im 
measuring the resistance of electrolytes.”” 

By means of a ricketty machine of wooden 
frames, with pasteboard hemispheres fas- 
tened by sticks of glass, Cavendish demons- 
trated that ‘‘ electric attraction and repulsion 
must be inversely as the square of the 
distance.”’ 

He was responsible for the introduction of 
the idea of the capacity of a conductor as a 
subject of investigation, a point to which no 
approach is made in the memoirs of Coulomb, 
and he proved by experiment that the capa- 
city of two condensers is not sensibly altered 
when they are placed near to each other, or 
far apart. 

From one inquiry he proceeded to another, 
and at every step he found the field for in- 
vestigation steadily widening. In one of his 
papers he divulged the fact that “‘iron wire 
conducts about 400 million times better than 
rain or distilled water, and that sea water, or 
a solution of one part of salt in 30 of water, 
conducts 100 times, and a saturated solution 
of sea salt about 720 times better than rain 
water.” 

Proceeding to test the resistance of solu- 
tions of salt of strengths varying from 
saturation to one in 20,000 of distilled water, 
he reached the conclusions shown by Kohl- 
rausch to be substantially acclrate that ''for 
weak solutions the product of the resistance 
into the percentage of salt is nearly con- 
stant’’; that the resistance of pump water 
was 41-6 times less than that of rain water, 
that of rain water 2.4 times less than that of 
distilled water, and that the conductivity of 
distilled water increased by standing two or 
three hours in a glass tube. 
EXPERIMENTS ON SALTS AND ACIDS. 

Another of his discoveries was that dis- 
tilled water impregnated with fixed air from 
oil of vitriol and marble conducted 24 times 
better than the same water deprived 
of its air by boiling, and he also 
found that the resence of absorbed 
air in a weak silallien of salt seemed 
to increase its conductivity. Again, in order 
to ascertain whether electricity was resisted 
in passing out of one medium into another 
in perfect contact with it, Cavendish prepared 
a tube containing eight celumns of saturated 
solution of sea salt, enclosed between columns 
of mercury. His experiments proved that the 
shock was diminished in passing through a 
mixed column in which the leneth of salt was 
21.8 inches as much as in passing through a 
single column 22.94 inches in length. 

He explained, among other things, the 
different laws of repulsion; electrification by 
induction; the exchange of electricity wit 
the air, and electric wind, and discussed not 
onlv the spark, but the law of electric force. 

Once he had satisfied his own mind as to 
the facts, Cavendish appears to have been 
content. Apparently, as Maxwell suggests, 
he never took into account the value of his 
researches to other men of science.

Rut before telling Dublin how far it lags 
behind Glasgow in certain matters, I will 
eoiten the blow by telling it how far Glasgow 
jacs behind it in certain other matters. What 
I have just written should be pondered over 
very carefully. It is the first time on record 
that a Glasgow man has admitted in print 
that any other city in the world had any- 
thing better than Glasgow.

Then the people in the streets—how polite 
thev are, even when asking for a match or 
a light. Never have I been asked for so 
many matches in a day as in Dublin; nor 
have many cigarettes heen held up to 
mine for a light. Do Dublin husbands 
scorn to rob the household supply of matches, 
or are they merely forgetful? In this matter 
of politeness, too, even the little boys asking 
for cigarette cards never forget their 
manners. 


THE ABBEY AND THE GATE. 


And there are two other things of which 
Glascow might be frankly envious—Dublin’s 
heautiful doors and her two fine 
theatres, the Abbey and the Gprie 
No city that I have ever heen in has 
so many beautiful and ornate doors, even in

She had little interest in what | 
wanted, kept up her conversation with the 
others while listening to me, and hcr obvious 
lack of interest in my wants was too much 
for me. I left the shop without buying 
anvthing. I found the same attitude, in a 
lesser degree, in other shops. 

Waitresses, with óm, “"neéileiihire shil were 
Wwuch the same. I asked one to direct me to 
‘such and-such a place. Her manner of reply- 
ing was such that I got the impression that 
she thought I was trying to make up to her. 
She was decidedly curt. We are not used to 
that sort of thing in Glasgow.

The official report of the Joint Doctrinal 
Commission appointed ‘by the C£cumenical 
Patriarch and Archbishop of Canterbury 
or consultation on the points of agreement 
and of difference between the Anglican and 
the Rapstern Orthodox Churches was issued 


yesterday. 

The bhibihlassasaú in their conclusions 
state that they had been able in the time 
at their disposal to discuss several funda- 
mental questions which concerned the 
Christian faith. They hoped it might be 
possible to srrange a further meeting to 
continue discussions. They believed that, in 
spite of differences, there was much under- 
lying agreement between the two Churches. 

They _@greed that the basis of inter- 

communion should be a union of faith, but 
they did not think that it was their function 
to. determine what measure of divergence 
might be considered legitimate. That was a 
matter which must be determined by the 
bodies to which they would report—the Holy 
Synod of the Orthodox Church and the Con- 
vocations and Synods or Conventions of the 
Anglican Communion. 
Representatives of the Anglican Communion 
laid before the Commission the report of the 
conference that was held between representa- 
tives of the Anglican and the old Catholic 
Churckes, and the resolutions agreed upon. 

e representatives of the Eastern 
Orthodox Church agreed to lay this report 
and these resolutions for the consideration 
of the Synod of the Eastern Orthodox Chgrch. 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

The resolutions state that each communion 
recognises the catholicity and independence 
of the other and maintains its own. Each 
communion agrees to admit members of the 
other communion to participate in the 
sacraments. Inter-communion does not re 
quire from either communion the acceptance 
of all doctrinal opinion, sacramental devotion 
or liturgical practice characteristic of the 
other, but implies that each believes the 
other to hold all the essentials of the Christian 
faith. 

The Commission discussed the following 
subjects :—Christian revelation, Scripture 
and tradition, the creed of the Church, the 
doctrine of the Holy Spirit, the variety of 
customs and usages in the Church, and

and share market had the effect of attracting 
investors’ attention to house property. 

In this connection the demand was largely 
for ground rents, but, as the supply was 
not equal to the demand in this sphere, 
investors were prepared to speculate in houses 
for the purpose of renting at figures which 
would show a return of about 10 per cent. 

This tendency is likely to increase as it 
becomes more generally known that houses 
of over £20 poor law valuation become auto- 
matically decontrolied from the provisions of 
the Rent Restrictions Act where possession 
is obtained on sale, and thereafter can he 
let at remunerative rents. This will make 
available more houses for renting than had 
hitherto been the case, and, incidentally, will 
help to maintain selling price levels owing 
to the increased demand by investors. 


NEW HOUSES IN DUBLIN. 

The production of new houses made satis- 
factory progress during the year in all the 
suburban districts of Dublin ,and the radius 
of operations is extending in proportion to 
the increase of travelling facilities. Produc- 
tion costs, however, continue to maintain 
their high level, with the consequent result 
of high prices to purchasers of houses, and 
no reduction can be looked for in this direc- 
tion as long as these conditions prevail. 

The larger insurance companies are making 
valuable contributions to te provision of 
houses for private ownership ‘by advancing a 
large percentage of the purchase price at 
moderate rates of interest, and a substantial 
amount of business on these lines was 
negotiated during the vear. It ought 
to he better known that there 
are no annoying restrictions or  un- 
desirable inquiries in connection with busi- 
ness of this kind. and the transactions are 
carried through with expedition and due 1e- 
gard to the convenience of purchasers. 


TOURIST TRAFFIC. 

In previous years reference was made to 
the publicity campaign of the Irish Tourist 
Association and the railway companies, and 
its effect in increasing tourist traffic to )re- 
land. It is pleasing to be able to record a 
merked improvement during the past year, as 
evidenced by the number of lettings cf suit- 
able furnished houses in various narts of 
Ireland to English, American and Continental 
visitors, and it is anticipated that the ccming 
vear will make a '“record " in this direction. 
Sporting districts have benefited considerably 
from the numbers of patrons of hunting, fish- 
ing and shooting, and at the moment many 
hcuses are satisfactorily let for this purpose. 

Notwithstanding depression in trade, of 
which so much has been heard, especially in 
recent months, the Susaad for business 
premises in the city was very keen during 
th: year. and values have shown no appreci- 
able decline. 


A BREAK-UP SALE. 

A notable sale during the year was that of 
tha Irish Fresh Meat Factory at Drogheda. 
It was offered for sale by Messrs. Battersby 
and Company in February, and was with- 
drawn as it did not reach the reserve figure. 


| At a subsequent break-up sale on the premises 


in September the buildings were sold for 
£5.700, the machinery and plant being 
separately disposed of. Portion of the factory 
was purchased in trust for traders in 
Drogheda, who are interested in running it 
in the interests of the town.

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DUMPING. 


PROTECTING THE 
HOME MARKET. 


By A Specia CORRESPONDENT 


The tariffs of the United Kingdom and the 
lrish Free State are now further complicated 
by the recent introduction uf anti-aumping 
legislation. In Great Britain the necessity 
for the immediate imposition of counter- 
vailing duties was rendered imperative owing 
to the abnormal importations of foreign- 
manufactured goods during the past iew 
months. With commendable prompttude the 
Irigh Free State Government took immediate 
action to forestall any attempts to dump 
goods intended for the British market in 
the Irish Free State. 

In Novemoer, luid, the British Govern- 
ment introduced an anti-dumping bill. In 
this bill, which was subsequently withdrawn, 
aumping was defined as the importation into 
the Umited Kingdom in substantial quants- 
ties and systematically of goods, or the offer. 
ing of goods, or the apprehension that such 
sale or importation or offer for sale is at 
prices below the foreign value as defined by 
the Act. There was a further condition that 
' the production or manufacture of similar 
goods in the United Kingdom is, or is likely 
to be, thereby adversely affected.’’ The value of 
the goods for the purposes of the Act was 
defined to be the price calculated in sterling, 
This would, of course, have a prohibitive 
effect on the importation of commodities 
from a country with a depreciated currency. 

Pernaps, if this anti-dumping bill had be- 
come law, British trade would not be in its 
present parlous state. The bill was, however, 
most unpopular, as it was generally believed 
that it would give too much power to the 
Government departments concerned in its 
administration. 

The introduction of discriminatory duties 
on particular goods from foreign countries 
and the preferential treatment now accorded 
to imports from the Dominions will have 
widespread economic repercussions. It : 
probable that some countries will impose dif- 
ferential] or retaliatory duties on British- 
manufactured goods. 

However, many of the leading commercial 
nations have protected their industries against 
dumping by special legislation. In this way 
they have been able to cc mpete with coun- 
‘ries which export ‘‘ bounty-fed ” goods and 


fommodities which are sold below the cur- 
rent home prices. 


AMONG THE DOMINIONS., 


So far back as 1904, Canada made provision 
to cope with dumping. In an Act of that year 
it was provided that ‘‘ whenever it appears 
that the export price or the actual selling 
price to the importer in Canada of any im- 
ported dutiable article, of a class or kind 
made or provided in Canada, is less than the 
fair market value thereof, as determined ac- 
cording to the basis of value provided in the 
Customs Act, such article shall ” be subject 
to dumping duty. 

In the Revenue Act of 1916 the United 
States of America also attempted to deal with 
this problem by making it unlawful to import 
any articles from any foreign country com- 
monly and systematically for sale in the 
United States at a price substantially less 
than the actual market value or wholesale 
price of such articles at the time of exporta- 
tion to the United States in the principal 
markets of the country of their production, or 
of other foreign countries to which they are 
commonly exported. 

Australta, too, by the Industries Preser- 
vation Act, 1906-10, enacts that competition 
shall be deemed unfair if imported goods are 
purchased abroad at prices greatly below their 
ordinary cost of production where produced 
or market price where purchased, or, if they 
are sold in Australia at a price which is less 
than gives a person importing them a fair 
profit upon their fair foreign market value, or 
their fair selling value if sold in the country 
of production. 

Again, the South Africa Tariff Act, 1914, 
subjects to a special dumping duty imported 
goods which are of a class or kind made or 
produced in the Union “if the export or 
actual selling value be less than the true cur- 
rent value of the same goods when sold for 
home consumption in the usual and ordinary 
course in the country from which they were 
exported to the Union.”’ 

It will be interesting to observe what effect 
the new Abnormal sal (Customs 
Duties) Act will have in restoring the com- 
mercial prosperity of Great Britain during the 
next six months. It is already argued that 
the new Act only gives moderate protection, 
which, according to Professor Dietzel, the 
great expert on “ dumping,” is useless be- 
cause it “‘ affords no security that the floods 
due to over-production in other countries will 
not wash over the tariff wall” Moreover, 
“ a free trade country is naturally protected 
against the danger of dumping. In pro- 
tectionist countries, it is true. the duty must 
be paid; but, if the price of the protected 
goods is higher by the amount of the duty 
than in the free trade country, the danger of 
dumping will be exactly equal in the pro- 
tectionist and in the free trade country.”’ It 
has also been pointed out that if the type 
of duty imposed is ad valorem, and not 
specific, the danger of dumping is greater 
from the standpoint of the protected area than 
from that of the unprotected. In this con- 
nection, it should be noted that the new 
Abnormal Importations duties are ad valorem 
duties. 


THE DEFINITION OF DUMPING. 


Incidentally, economists have not yet found 
a satisfactory definition of the term ‘‘ d 
ing.” In his masterly work on “ Tariffs,”’ 
Mr. T. E. G. Gregory observes: “ When we 
look into the matter closely, we find that it is 
extremely difficult to decide precisely what 
the essential nature of ‘dumping’ is. An 
examination of currevt controversy will reveal 
that a large number of possible lines of action 
are all loosely described as ‘‘ dumping.’”’ 
He also points out that “ the legislator is 
moving away from mere anti-bounty or anti- 
dumping legislation towards a more compre- 
hensive regulation of unfair competition, in so 
far as this manifests itself in foreign trade, 
as well as generally.”’ 

Therefore, the simplest and, I think, the 
most direct definition of dumping is “ unfai: 
competition.”’

A police officer said that he found a pencil- 
written postcard on a desk in the dining- 
room. In a cash box he found a sealed letter 
ia the handwriting of Miss Kirby, addressed 
to Mrs. Beaumont in respect of her property. 

The Goroner, who did not read the post- 
card aloud, said that it showed a sort of 
wandering. It showed that they had intended 
to do something of that sort as early as 
December 2. It sppeared that Miss Kirby 
thought that she was ‘ going to leave, and 
was becoming mentally weak.

Journals of 
Caroline Fox. 


A GREASURE-HOUSE 
OF GREAT NAMES. 


By a CORRESPONDENT. 


Robert Were’ Fox, who was a dis- 
tinguished geologist and a member of 
the Society of Friends, She was the 
youngest of three children, and was born in 
1819. The other two were her brother, 
Barclay, who died comparatively early in

| life, and Anna Maria, who was to survive 


her talented younger sister many years. 
ee belonged to a family, evidently, of 
good social position that had been settled 
um Cornwall for several generations; but, 
though her father was much sought after 
and respected as a man of science, a more 
enduring memorial was being raised to his 
name when Caroline began to keep a journal 
in her sixteenth year. 

Her father’s reputation as a geologist, or 
the attractions of the neighbouring scenery, 
brought many eminent visitors to Batmouth ; 
there were, besides, occasional visits to the 
metropolis and other places of interest to 
enlarge the circle of their acquaintance, so that 
in the Dhares-we meet with many of the 
notable figures of the nineteenth century. 
We encounter Mill, the Coleridges, Words- 
worth, the Carlyles and other notabilities, 
and they are never mentioned but some- 
thing interesting is told concerning them for 
the reader who is already acquainted with 
these personalities. : 

Carolipe, with other members of. her 
family, paid visits regularly to London ever 
two years or so, when the Journey by ail 
occupied three days. There were also excur- 
sions to the North of England, and we read 
of pleasant trips around the Lake District. 
i the remarkable acquaintances that she 
made here, Hartley Coleridge, the eldest son 
of the famous poet, $ Coleridge, is the 
most interesting, and her portraiture of this 
rather ill-starred genius would alone he al. 
most sufficient tu give a permanent value to 
her journals. 

Her description of their first meeting at 
Grasmere in September, 1837, shows her 
powers as a writer at their best. 

“We sent Aunt Sarah’s letter of introduc- 
tion to Hartley Coleridge, and as we were 
sitting after tea in the twilight a little beinz 
was observed at the door standing hat ir 
hand, bowing to the earth round and round, 
and round again, with eyes intently twink- 
ling. it was Hartley Coleridge; so he sat 
down, and what with nervous tremors and 
other infirmities among us nothing very re- 
markable was elicited. He offered to 
cicerone us to-morrow, which we were de- 
lighted to zccept.”’ 

The young, poet appeared to better advan. 
tage the next day. 

‘*A glorious morning with Hartley Cole- 
ridge, who gradually unfolded on many 
things well worthy of a poet’s son. In person 
and dress he was much brushed up; his vivid 
face sparkled in the shadow of a large straw 
hat. e took us to the Wishing Gate which 
Wordsworth apostrophises, and sets us wish- 
ing. Barclay (her brother) wished for a re- 
petition of some of Hartley Coleridge's poetry, 
on which he begged us to believe that the 
Gate’s powers were by this time exhausted. 
He says he can never recollect his poetry so 
as to repeat it.” 

Hartley declared himself an admirer of 
Wordsworth’s poetry, thinking his peculiar 
beauty to consist in viewing things as 
amongst them and mixing *himself up 
with everything that he mentions.’” He 
remarked that the poet (Wordsworth) 
was a most unpleasant companion in 
a tour from his fear of being cheated; 
neither was he very popular as a neighbour. 
He called Wordsworth more a man of genius 
than of talent; “for while the fit of inspira- 
tion lasts he is every inch a poet; when he 
tries to write without it he is. very 
dragging.” 

Hartley Coleridge walked with the visitors 
up to Rydal Mount, but Wordsworth was 
away, being in Herefordshire on his return 
from lialv. Mrs. Wordsworth, however, was 
verv kiud, showed her visitors over the 
exquisite grounds and regaled them with 
ginger wine and ginger bread. Their poetical 
guide afterwards drove them to Ambleside. 

“I gave him ‘ Elia’ to read,” the Diarist 
goes on, “ and he read ‘ Detached ‘Thoughts 
oa Books and Reading’ with a tone and 
emphasis and intense appreciation which Lamb 
would have loved to mark. At a dinner Hartley 
had a sad choking fit, so queerly conducted 
as to try our propriety sadly.” It was 
customary with him when he had anything 
pointed to say to stand up, or even walk 
round the dining table. At the close of 
dinner he presented and read some pretty 
verses which he had composed in honour of 
the occasion, then taking each of the visitors 
by the hand, “said good-bye and was 
gone.”” 

Derwent Coleridge, Hartley’s younger and 
steadier brother, who kept a school at Hels- 
ton, in Cornwall, at this time, turns up occa- 
sionally in the journals. Derwent once 
asked the old Quaker Banker Lloyd, father 
of the poet, and himself a translator, why 
he had never translated the Iliad. “ Why,” 
answered the old friend of seventy-four, “I 
base sometimes thought of the work, but I 
feared the martia! spirit.” It appears from 
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Charles Liosvd issued a poetical version of 
the 24th Book of [liad, but it was printed 
anonymously, and intended only for private 
circulation. He also translated the first 
seven books of the Odyssey 

Paris was visited in 1828, and the diarist | 
made the acquaintance of several scientists, 
among whom was Arago, who entertained a 
learned company at breakfast. She relates 
au amusing anecdote told by Arago at the 
expense of Dr. Dalton, the chemical philo- 
sopher of atomic fame. —' Speaking of Dr. | 
Dalton, he (Arago) said he could not take a 
joke at all. Once, when he had taken a 
glass of wine, Arago, who does not drink 
any, remaiked: ' Why you are quite a 
dehauchee compared to me.” The philo- | 
sop her took it very ill, and did not recover | 
for th: rest of the evening 

Another visit made some years later to 
Wordsworth’s cottage found the poet at home. 
“Anna Maria and 1 paid a visit to the 
Wordsworths. He wasin great force, and ev}- 
dently enjoyed a patient audience. He 
wanted to know how we came from Cornwall, 
which, naturally, brought us to railroads, and 
a short lament on the one they mean to 
introduce here. He grieves that the ravens 
and eagles should be disturbed in their medi- 
tations. However, he admits that railways 
and all mechanical achievements of the dav 
are doing wonders for the next generation. 
He discoursed on the utter folly of sacrificing 
health to books. No book knouwleage in 
the world can compensate for such a loss: 
nothing can excuse you trifling with health, 
except duty to God or to your neighboor. 
He brought us in to see Mrs. Wordsworth. 
who was getting tea ready, and then we had 
an affectionate parting.” 

Another literarv celebrity that she made 
acquaintance with was Alfred Tennyson, 
who, with his frend Francis Palgrave, had 
paid a visit to Falmouth. “We asked them 
to come and see it (a picture by Lenoardo). 
and thus we had a visit of two glorious hours 
(both here and in the other garden). As 
Tennyson had a perfect horror of being 
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insight into the intricate badness of human 
nature, and draws a cruel line between 
moral and intellectual eminence.” A few 
years later (1851) she heard the author 
lecture on English humorists to a very large 
assembly, which included “Mrs. Carlyle, 
Dickens, Leslie and innumerable noteworthy 
people.” Lhackeray Is described as “2 much 
older man than I had expected; a square 
powerful face and mest acute and sparkling 
eyes, greyish hair and eyebrows. e reads 
In a definite rather dry manner, The lecture 
was full of point. The subject was Sir 
Richard Steele, and the lecturer, it is said, 
tried to evoke more sympathy for his hero 
than was meet.” 

There are lively accounts of several visits 
to Ireland, especially when the meetings of 
the British Association were held there, in 
which her father took a prominent part. At 
one held in Dublin in 1857, the African ex- 
plorer, Dr. Livingstone, proved a great centre 
of attraction, when he gave a lecture on his 
travels and adventures. 

Caroline Fox died on the 12th January, 
1871, and was survived hv her sister, Anna 
Maria, til! 1897. Caroline with her sister 
translated some English works into Italian, 
but her journals constitute her chief passport 
tu remembrance.

There ate in the journals many interesting 
conversations with Mill, who, about 1840, was 
staying at Falmouth with his mother and 
sisters and an invalid brother, and saw much 
of the Fox family. Mill told Caroline that 
he believed he himself would die of consump- 
tion. Through Mill, Caroline got to know 
the Carlyles, and attended the lectures of 
Thomas Carlyle on ‘‘ Hero Worship.” It 
was Mill’s belief that it was he lifted 
Carlyle into fame by a well-timed review of 
the “ French Revolution.” This famous 
work hung fire, but he got the first word in, 
and thus forestalled the critics. He says 
nothing, however, about how he accidentally 
burned the first manuscript of that famous 
book when Carlyle submitted it to him for 
perusal. 

Mill had a sincere friendship for Caroline 
and her brother, Barclay, several of his 
letters to the latter being given in the second 
edition of the journals. As soon as he pub 
lished his celebrated ‘* Logic’”’ he sent her 
a copy, when, she says, she read the chapter 
on Bete

“Sennen of cattle on offer showed the usual 
drop at this season, there being 2,595 head 
less to deal with. The attendance of buyers 
was smaller—in fact, few local victuallers put 
in an appearance, having drawn sufficient re- 

uirements from previous market to cover the 

hristmas trade, Good, useful cattle, parti- 
cularly heavy-weight, showed a marked im- 

rovement on. previous market, there being 
ba numbers and more wanted. Prices ad- 
vanced 10s. to 15s. per head. In the opening 
stages of business tip-top, well-finished bul- 
locks were looked for, and the small percent- 
age of the right sort available were guickly 
cashed to shippers. Although the market 
lacked its normal interest, everything of use- 
ful quality found buyers, and business closed 
satisfactory to sellers. 

In the beef cow department trade was no 
worse. Notwithstanding the holiday char- 
acter of market, numbers on offer showed 
a big decrease, and, though there was a 
small number of buyers for same, anything 
of best quality got placed early at last day's 
prices; but lean and old beasts were again 
very slow—in fact, were unsaleable. Prime 
stall-feds 40s. to 42s. per cwt., secondary and 
poorer classes 36s. to 39s., out-feds 55s. to 
38s., good commercial sorts 32s. to 34s., in- 
ferior 30s. to 3ls., beef cows, best, 21s. to 
25s.; extra 26s. and 27s., seconds 18s. to 
20s., inferior 15s. to 17s. i 

SHEEP AND LAMBS 

Few local victuallers put in an appearance 
here, where supplies were over 5,000 head 
less. Shippers, however, were in_ fair 
attendance, and apparently in want of nice 
small lambs, the number on offer being in- 
sufficient for demand.

WHAT BERLIN 
WISHES ITSELF 


| as 


By a CORRESPONDENT. 


Down at the end of that long, brilliantly- 
lighted shopping street in Berlin—the Leip- 
zigerstrasse—is a little old-world café, 
snuggling modestly between great, frowning 
department stores. Despite twenty years of 
upheaval, this peaceful retreat has somehow 
reserved its original character, In the 
Kaiser's day, on any afternoon in the week, 
you might have seen smart young army 
officers entertaining their ‘‘ cousins ” at little 
round tables, or gay-capped students, dis- 
creetly indulging with their sweethearts in a 
stolen rendezvous. The intoxicating strains 
of the walzes of the younger Johann Strauss 
played by a gipsy band, set the bl 
atingling. All was a and laughter. 

So unassuming is this forgotten haunt now 
that it seems to have been overlooked by 
the wave of modernisation that has destroyed 
most of the romance of the great capital on 
the Spree. But the truth is that many o 
those whp come here are the patrons of bye- 
gone days, struggling to keep up a shabby 
gentility, and finding here food á reminis- 
cent fancy. Those who know it slip in un- 
obtrusiveiy, almost with a guilty Mai as 
though their visit might lead to the nook 
being discovered and its demolition discreed ! 
What, this would mean to those who cling so 
desperately to the happy memory of a bril- 
liant past is hard to estimate. 

Whenever clouds of impending trouble 
seem ready to burst over this unhappy people, 
it is to this haven of refuge that 1 have often 
gone, to try to recover my own sense of 
equilibrium, hoping to overhear scraps of con- 
versation from a near-by table that would lift 
a corner of the curtain that conceals the 
secret drama, passing in the hearts of those 
weathering the tornado. 

Christmas as we know it came originally 
from Germany. Christmas trees were first 
cut in the pine woods on the mountain sides 
in the Black Forest. German children in 
rustic homes conceived the charming idea of 
decorating them with candles, placing them 
days before in the common room lit by the 
cheerful blaze from a fire of fir logs, while 
they exchanged rude toys whittled from wood 
chips, and told one another those wondrous 
fairy tales of which the brothers Grimm have 
given the world such a priceless collection. 
It was German children who first set the 
custom of waiting for gifts from Santa Claus, 
or, as they call him, Sankt Nikolaus. You 
have the picture immortalised in Maeter- 
linck’s “ Biue Bird.” 

The Spirit of Christmas. 

And after one has lived for a few years in 
(Germany, one treasures the spirit that warms 
all hearts at this time of year. There is some- 
thing in the feast that kindles hope anew. 
Once one has felt its glow, one can never 
forget it. 

Vividly many a scene of Christmas-past— 
notably the first one spent as prisoner of war 
in Ruhleben after the war broke out—flashed 
through my mind, as I| hurried along the 
slippery, snow-filled street to my secret goal. 
Outside on the pavement I noticed that a 
‘*Weihnachtsmarkt’’ (Christmas-Sale) was 
in full swing. Rough wooden booths had 
been set up for a few days. Cheap. toys, 
sigar pigs and gingerbread were being 
offered for those whose presents this year 
must at most cost a few pence. One young 
man, earnestly assuring the passers-by of the 
marvellous value and unfailing attraction of 
his Micky Mouse matchboxes, struck me ty 
the seriousness and intellectuality of his 
features.

Soon the money | received for my 
houses was worthless, too. : 

“At last, the mark. thank (God. was 
stabilised. But rents did not rise. So | 
had to sell the rest. This |] put into gold 
mortgage bonds, to which, we were told, 
nothing could ever happen, because they were 
secured by landed property and guaranteed 
by the Prussian Government. They paid 
8 per cent. interest. What they brought 
in was barely enough to keep one in neces- 
sities, Withovt consulting anybody, the 
Government this week has reduced the in 
terest from 8 to 6, against the warning of 
all the banks, the chambers of commerce, 
the industries and the Press. 

Germany's Plaint. 

‘“My income will now no longer support 
me. Í am, therefore, compelled to sell the 
bonds and live on the rest of my capital. 
But, instead of 100 marks per bond that ] 
could get a year ago, Í now only get 67. 
The Young. bonds that were issued at 92 
are now at 37. Thev know all this in New 
York, Paris and London,” he said, pointing 
to the newspaper, “ but still they keep on 
demanding that Germany shall pay, pay, 
pay. There are millions like me in Germany, 
broken and trampled on for no fault of their 
own. My only hope is that my meagre means 
will hold out till my time comes to pass 
away. 

“ Now, hear my story,” said the young 
man. ‘‘ When I came in, | felt a twinge of 
envy because I mistook vou for a _ well-to- 
do rentier. I am sorry. But in one way, 1 
still envy von. You have not much farther 
to go. I have, perhaps, fifty years more 
ahead of me. I am now just 23. So when 
the war started, I was only five. Nobody 
can accuse me of having wanted the war or 
of having profited by it. We lost the war, 
so, of course, we had to pay. But by what 
moral right has anyone to decree that our 
tribute shall go on for another sixty-two 
years’? That means that my grandchildren— 
if I were eygr to have any—would be still 
paying for what happened when I was just 
tumbling out ef the cradle! Population in 
Germany is now falling at the rate of 
100,000 per vear because nobody can afford 
children. 

‘By luck 1 was able to work mv way 
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been told there were prospects in South 
America. Three months ago | took my 
diploma. Thousands are waiting for jobs 
on the list before me. Long before my turn 
comes, there will be thousands more. Io 
put it plainly, there are no jobs. The 
‘list’ is only kept to console us. Fhis 
week I can count myself among the lucky 
ones, because I have been engaged to seli 
this trash in the street. Marriage is out 
of the question. What ts all this musery 
due to? Ever since | have been able to 
read a newspaper I have seen nothing else 
in print but ‘reparations, reparations, re 
parations.”

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“ AN EVANGELIST IN 
RHYME.” 
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An interesting appreciation of the late 
Vachel Lindsay, the American poet, appears 
in the New York Nation, under the heading 
“ An Evangelist in Rhyme :— . 

Vachel Lindsay is the first to die oí, those 
men whom Americans have been in the habit 
for at least a decade of considering as the 
standard poets of their century. Kobinson, 
Frost, Sandburg, Masters and Lindsay —here 
were five men who had made and > % a 
national reputation, the justice of which on 
one ground or another could not be disputed. 
Different as the five were from one another, 
they were nevertheless comparable in that 
each of them had produced work of a 
measurable quantity, and that each of 
them had made a contribution to the dis- 
cussion of human nature, which presum;uly 
is the ultimate concern of any kind of 
Subtler an¢ more ingenious 
poets had supplanted the ist three tn the 
minds of connoisseurs; yet the five rematr ed 
immovabla—bound to be thought of in any 
survey of contemporary verse, and dilheult to 
dispose of. 

Vachel Lindsay had suffered in reputation 
most of these five—one of whom, if not two, 
can be said never to have suffered at all. 
For several years before his death Lindsay 
must have been aware that the world en- 
dured his eccentricity only because it had 
once been exciting and admirable. If it was 
so no longer, there was at least ‘ The 
Congo’’ to remember ; and “ General William 
Booth enters into Heaven ”’ ; and 
‘*Abraham Lincoln Walks at Midnight’’: 
and '' The Chinese Nightingale’’; and “ The 
Santa Fe Trail’’; and “ The Eagle That Is 
Forgotten.’ The latter years produced 
nothing like any of these; they produced, 
indeed, a great deal of pathetic nonsense, 
and the “ Collected Foems” have as much 
bad poetry in them as ever was }roduced 
perhaps by a famous man. 

How much value we shall continue to place 
on the better poems is of course a question 
to which there can be no answer at a moment 
when the generation represented by Lindsay 
is in process of being succeeded by another 
whose representatives are so clearly 
different from him. Robinson Jeffers, Archi- 
bald MaclLeish, Tlart Crane, Allen Tate. 
Phelps Putnam—these and a dozen others 
seem to he separated by centuries from a poet 
like Lindsay. This is not to say, however. 
that Lindsay will rot continue to speak with 
a very interesting voice. If he does so it will 
he hecanse the poems through which he speaks 
are still impressive either because of their 
message or  hecanse of their art. For of 
message they are full. [t is not without 
significance that Lindsay ‘eetured for years 
at a Y¥.M.C.A. in New York, and for the 
Anti-Saloon League in Illinois: or that he 
tramped the United States preaching a gospel 
which he called Beauty. The question how 
long these simple enthusiasms of Lindsay for 
peace and purity will be capable of stirring 
American readers must he left. of course, to 
time. 

The answer will be determined in part also 
bv the degree of respect which Lindsay's art 
succeeds in keeping. When the legend is lost 
of his strange, wild platform appearances, 
when no one remembers any more havin 
heard “The Congo” read “as it shou! . 

J ould he 
read ''—what then? Doubtless:‘‘ The Congo ”’ 
wil] survive even that catastrophe. It is 
surely a fine poem. In it, along with a naive 
and powerful message, is a music which needs 
no voice to make it heard. “The Congo 
will survice, So will half a dogen other 
poems. The re@ are already dead.

N EVER since 1918 has Europe faced ch

Whatever view one may have taken at 
end of the war about the moral oblizati., 
Germany to make good the entire dan 28 
caused by the World War, it was clear t it 
there must be a definite limit to the econo:

After the Socialist revolution, Germany 
cepted the principle that she 
good this damage up to the utmost mease 
of her capac:ty. Not because Germany had 
started the war For, in over twelve yeais 
residence in Germany, Í have met a 
single responsible person who believed | 
Germany was more to blame for the World 
War than anyone else. Germany had con. 
sistentily declared that she was 
ing to pay because she lost the war, and 
“those who lose always have to pay.” 

Whether we like this attitude or not. the 
fact is that Germany has hitherto faithfu 
kept her bargain—** up to the full extent 
her capacitv.”” She warned us from tha 
hecinning that this was going to rebound on 
our own heads. She set about what she 
called ‘‘ the policy of fulfilment,”’ believinz 
that it would hurt us so much in the end : 
receive payment that we should call upon her 
to stop. 

Under the influence of this policy, the world 
has been plunged into an economic crisis 
without parallel in its history. German ex 
pert has threatened so many countries and 
led to so much unemployment that 
market after another has tried to shut itse!f 
off from the rest of the world. Great Britain 
was.the last to try to retire into economic 
seclusion. Though the consequences are like). 
to be less severe in this case than in that . 
most countries, because of the room | 
adjustment within the British Empire, the 
present attitude can do little more than pre 
vent the existing situation from getting 
worse. It certainly cannot by itself lead ba 
to prosperity. 

For other countries, however, the posi 
is much graver. ‘Lhe problem here is—not 
merely financial and economic. It ts psy 
legical—a!most religious. 

HOW GERMANY FEELS THE PINCH. 

Take the situation in Germany. As tne 
result of the depreciation of the currency. ta 
entire population after the war saw its 
ings vanish. Even to-day people si 
when they recail what they then 
through. Hence financial crises 
make people exceedingly nervous. 
another period of currency depreciation set 
in the resuit would be panic and despair 
And should the negotiations now pro- 
ceeding be a failure, the universal 
fear is that the currency would depreciate. 

Under these circumstances, it is not difficult 
to understand the immense following that 
Adolf Hitler has obtained among the youth 
of Germany. Nothing is gained by hurling 
charges of recklessness and foolishness at 
Germany for listening to Hitler, any more 
than we do any or change things in 
Russia by cursing. the name of Lenin. Ii 
Hitler succeeds in getting control of the reins 
of government, as it seems very likely he will, 
Europe will have a far greater problem to 
solve than that now presented by reparations. 
Should reparations npn be suspended by 
default instead of by mutual agreement, the 
budgets of all the countries that receive them 
will be rendered illusory overnight. | p-

But if the drastic steps that Hitler 
determined to take will produce 
tumultuous results, why does Hitler comma 
such a wide following?

Should the present negotiations break do 
and Hitler carry Germany with 
power on earth will ever get another fart 
fo- reparations out of Germany. That. how 
ever, might not in itself he such a bad thing 
all round. But the suddenness of the step 
weuld throw all international relations ovt 
of adjustment. There would be no time 
for taking up the shock. Chaos would le 
inevitable. 

The only alternative is to make a rational 
settlement at the eleventh hour, while there 
Is vet time. 
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
